Mr.  Stems  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Jail  and  Sheriff. 

Carried. 

Mr.  Sherwood,  County  Treasurer,  was  asked  to  tell  the 
Board  why  the  county  taxes  were  higher  this  year  while 
the  State  taxes  are  lower. 

He  explained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that  it 
was  due  to  increase  in  pay  to  the  charitable  institutions, 
also  the  increase  of  costs  at  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital, 
and  appropriation  made  for  highways  and  many  other 
minor  things. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supei-visors  of  Broome  County:— 

At  your  meeting  on  December  30,  1921,  the  Committee  on  Super- 
intendent of  the  Poor,  recommended  that  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Poor  be  instructed  to  procure  options  for  the  right  of  way  to  lay 
water  pipes,  from  all  property  owners  through  which  the  watev 
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line  passes,  and  report  his  findings  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at 
their  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  January,  1922.  I  have  the  honor 
to  report  the  following: 

On  the  east  side  of  the  Chenango  River  the  land  through  which 
the  water  line  must  run  is  owned  by  Walter  H.  Whitlock.  He  has 
signed  an  option  that  we  can  cross  his  land  if  the  earth  will  be  re- 
placed in  as  good  condition  as  it  is  now,  and  kept  in  repair  by 
Broome  County.    (See  option.) 

Crossing  the  river  into  the  lands  of  Albert  C.  Adams,  whose  ad- 
dress is  142  Main  Street,  Binghamton,  who  has  bought  the  English 
farm,  asked  me  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  he  would 
let  ttiem  go  up  his  south  line  to  the  highway  if  Broome  County 
would  put  in  a  hydrant  near  his  buildings  to  be  used  for  fire  pro- 
tection, without  charging  Broome  County  anything  for  crossing  his 
land.  This  would  be  nearly  a  direct  line  from  Bromley  Avenue 
across  the  river  to  the  highway. 

Mr,  Hibbard  has  given  permission  to  cross  his  land.  He  also 
said  we  could  go  up  his  line  to  the  highway,  and  he  would  want  a 
hydrant  put  in  near  there  which  one  hydrant,  as  I  am  informed 
would  protect  Mr.  Hibbard's  house  and  barn,  the  Cutler  ice  house 
and  Mrs.  Cutler's  building.    (See  Hibbard's  option.) 

Miss  Cutler  has  given  her  consent  to  cross  her  lands  near  the 
river  bank  and  the  only  consideration  she  asks  is  that  pipe  be  laid 
along  near  her  north  line  to  the  Front  Street  highway,  and  at  that 
point  a  hydrant  shall  be  placed  for  fire  protection  to  her  buildings 
and  the  Hibbard  buildings,  and  also  for  the  Cutler  ice  house,  with 
the  thought  that  hereafter  arrangements  could  be  made  for  them 
to  take  water  from  this  pipe  line  for  use  on  the  farms.  (See  option 
of  Miss  Cutler.) 

From  all  that  I  can  learn  and  see  from  the  owners  of  the  land, 
it  wfll  not  be  an  expensive  thing  for  the  right  of  way  across  the 
land  and  it  seems  to  me  that  with  these  options  as  we  have  them 
it  would  be  my  judgment  that  the  Board  take  some  action  along  the 
line  of  getting  the  water  to  the  County  Farm.

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Board,  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  as  to  the  probable  cost  of 
the  construction  of  a  garage  of  sufficient  size  to  hold  two  cars  on 
the  grounds  north  of  the  jail  and  just  adjoining  the  boiler  house. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  said  committtee  report  their  finding  and 
the  necessary  data  to  the  Board  at  its  March  meeting.

In  presenting  the  plans  and  resolutions  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Glen  Aubrey- Whitney  Point,  Part  2,  and  the  Whitney  Point  Vil- 
lage, Hickory  Street,  County  Highway,  and  the  Vestal-Bingham- 
ton  County  Highway,  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval,  the 
Board  should  be  advised  that  tlie  cost  of  the  Glen  Aubrey-Whitney 
Point,  Part  2,  and  the  Whitney  Point  Village:  Hickory  Street  County 
Highway  should  be  apportioned  on  the  50/50  basis,  and  the  resolu- 
tion to  be  used  covering  this  road  is  the  one  on  which  the  heading 
is  printed  in  red. 

The  Vestal-Binghamtoji  County  Highway  can  ge  apportioned  by 
your  board,  if  they  so  desire,  on  the  sliding  scale;  65%  for  the 
State  and  35%  for  the  County. 

In  order  that  the  improvement  of  both  of  these  highways  can  go 
forward  during  the  coming  season,  it  will  be  necessary  for  your 
board  to  apportion  the  cost  of  the  highways  in  this  manner  so  there 
will  be  sufficient  state  funds  available  for  the  present  improvement. 

The  resolutions,  that  should  be  adopted  by  your  board,  I  have 
separated  from  the  others  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  submit  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Highway  Law.

Dear  Sir: — 

By  direction  of  the  State  Commission  of  Highways  I  am  send- 
ing you  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  improvement  by  State 
aid  of  the  Vestal-Binghamton  County  Highway  extending  for  a 
distance  of  5.60  miles  in  the  County  of  Broome,  in  the  Town  of 
Vestal. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  improvement  is  $210,000.00.  The 
amount  is  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  Section  141  of  the 
Highway  Law,  as  follows: 

The  State  pays  65%  or  $136,500.00. 

The  County  of  Broome  pays  35%  or  $78,500.00. 

And  the  Town  of  pays  as  exara  work. 

In  case  the  Board  of  Supervisors  wish  to  adopt  the  alternative 
method  of  apportioning  the  expense  of  County  Highways  as  per 
Section  141-A  of  the  Highway  Law  (Chapter  179,  Laws  of  1912) 
the  estimated  cost  to  be  apportioned  as  follows: 

The  State  pays  50%  or  $105,000.00. 

The  County  of  roome  pays  50%  or  $105,000.00. 

And  the  Towni  of  pays  as  extra  work. 

And  the  Town  of    pays. 

And  the  Village  or  City  of  pays. 

Either  method  of  apportioning  may  be  adopted. 

Will  you  kindly  present  the  plans  and  specifications  with  this 
communication  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its  first  session,  and 
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if  approved  by  the  Board,  the  resolution,  forms  covering-  either 
method  of  apportionment  for  which  are  herewith  enclosed,  should 
be  adopted  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  form  adopted  returned  to  this 
office  immediately.  Upon  receipt  of  such  certified  copy  of  resolu- 
tion, the  highway  will  take  its  number  and  place  upon  the  list 
awaiting-  construction. 

I  will  also  ask  that  if  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supei^sors, 
the  plans  be  signed  by  you  at  the  place  prepared  for  your  signa- 
ture and  then  returned  to  me  as  they  are  original  tracings  to  be 
kept  on  file  here  at  Albany.

Resolution  approving  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  the  construction  or  improvement  of  a  county  highway  in  the 
TovvTi  of  Vestal,  County  of  Broome,  passed  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  County  of  Broome  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1922, 
pursuant  to  section  128  of  the  Highway  Law  (Chapter  330,  Laws  of 
1908)  a  quorum  being  present  and  2G  supervisors  voting  in  favor 
of  such  resolution  and  one  supervisor  voting  against  the  same,  and 
two  absent. 

1— WHEREAS,  at  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  on  the  10th 
day  of  March,  1920,  a  resolution  was  adopted  pursuant  to  section 
123  of  the  Highway  Law  requesting  the  construction  or  improve- 
ment in  accoixlance  with  the  provisions  of  article  six  of  said  law  of 
that  portion  of  a  highway  described  as  follows: 
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Beginning  at  County  Highway  No.  420  in  the  hamlet  of  Vestal, 
easterly  north-easterly,  easterly  to  the  D.,  K  &  W.  R.  R.  at  the 
hamlet  of  Willow  Point. 

Beginning  on  the  Westcott  farm  the  intersection  of  the  wester- 
ly line  of  the  City  of  Binghamton,  with  the  main  highway  running 
down  to  the  south  side  of  the  Susquehanna  River;  running  thence 
in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  crossing  of  said  highway  by  the 
tracks  of  the  D.,  L.  &  W.  R.  R.  Co.  at  Willow  Point.

The  following  committee  report  was  ordered  placed  in 
yesterday's  minutes : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Broome  County: 

Your  Cominittee  on  Superintendent  of  Poor,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  resolution  presented  to  your  honorable  board  at  the  Janu- 
ary meeting,  would  report  as  follows: 

First — After  conferring  with  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners, 
who  agreed  to  extend  their  water  main  to  the  city  line  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Front  and  Deforrest  Street,  to  connect  with  a  water  main 
built  by  the  County  of  Broome  to  the  County  Farm. 

And  your  committee  would  further  report  they  have  made  care- 
ful inspection  of  the  present  condition  of  the  water  cistern,  which 
are  as  follows:  The  springs  on  the  hill  would  not  fumish  water 
sufficient  to  do  the  cooking  on  the  Farm,  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
pumps  and  the  deep  well  at  the  Farm  you  are  getting  a  fair 
amount  of  water  for  present  use,  but  in  case  of  a  fire  the  amount 
of  water  in  the  reservoir  would  be  exhausted  in  a  very  short  time. 

We  also  find  it  requires  at  least  one  ton  of  coal  a  day  to  run 
the  pump  and  at  a  cost  of  $6  per  ton  for  365  days  would  amount 
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to  $2,190  a  year,  and  taking  twenty  years  for  a  basis  would  amount 
to  $43,800  for  fuel  alone. 

And  we  further  find  upon  good  estimation  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Lord 
and  others,  that  $12,000  would  buy  and  lay  the  water  main  from 
the  city  line  to  the  County  Farm  and  would  last  from  twenty  to 
forty  years  without  any  repairs,  which  means  a  saving  of  a  good 
many  dollars  to  the  County  of  Broome.

Dear  Sir: 

It  is  the  desire  of  this  department  to  eliminate  the  dangerous 
grade  crossing  on  Route  No.  4,  between  Endicott  and  Johnson  City, 
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known  locally  as  Gray's  Crossing,  by  a  new  location  following  the 
south  side  of  the  trolley  track  from  a  point  just  west  of  the  pres- 
ent gTade  crossing  to  a  point  about  1%  miles  east,  where  the 
trolley  tracks  are  crossed  and  an  intersection  made  with  the 
present  highway  just  east  of  the  present  underpass. 

After  a  study  of  the  situation,  it  was  found  that  the  present 
grade  crossing  could  not  be  closed  and  we,  therefore,  cannot  apply 
to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  an  order  directing  the  elim- 
ination of  this  crossing.  It  must  still  be  kept  open  and  the  high- 
way between  it  and  the  intersection  of  the  proposed  new  highway 
west  of  the  underpass  will  be  maintained  by  the  State. 

We  have  remaining  to  the  credit  of  Broome  County  $24,947.93 
for  the  construction  of  State  Routes  from  the  last  fifty  million 
dollar  bond  issue.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  improve- 
ment will  be  approximately  $125,000.  We  also  have  funds  that 
have  been  reappropriated  from  the  bond  issue,  which  were  allotted 
to  other  counties  in  which  the  state  route  construction  is  com- 
pleted that  can  be  used  in  Broome  County,  pro\dding  that  county 
will  appropriate  a  sum  equal  to  35  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement,  less  the  $24,947.93  balance  remaining  to  the  credit 
of  Broome  County  for  the  construction  of  State  routes,  making 
the  County  's  share  approximately  $35,000. 

It  is  probable  that  we  will  be  able  to  submit  plans  and  esti- 
mates to  your  board  some  time  during  the  month  of  June,  and  I 
am  writing  this  letter  to  you  so  that  it  may  be  read  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  which  I  understand  is  to  be  held  on  May  9th  next, 
thus  enabling  the  members  of  the  board  to  become  familiar  with 
the  real  situation  before  the  plans  are  submitted  for  approval.  A 
similar  proposition  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Oneida  County  recently  and  plans  were  approved  and  appropria- 
tions made. 

This  department  realizes  the  importance  of  eliminating  this 
most  dangerous  grade  crossing,  and  is  in  hopes  that  this  solution 
of  the  financing  part  of  the  proposition  may  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Broome  County.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors: 

Your  Committee  on  County  Grounds  and  Buildings,  having  re- 
ceived complaints  upon  the  condition  and  incapacity  of  the  storage 
battery  forming  a  part  of  the  lighting  system  of  our  court  house, 
jail  and  boulevard  lights,  have  investigated  and  wish  to  present 
our  findings  before  you  as  follows: 

We,  in  company  with  Mr.  Gregory  and  a  representative  of  the 
Exide  Battery  Company  (who  installed  the  battery)  took  the  plates 
out  of  one  of  the  cells  of  the  batterj'  and  found  the  negative  plates 
very  soft  and  honey-combetl  and  that  a  great  part  of  the  mateiial 
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had  fallen  out.  These  negative  plates  have  been  in  use  for  twelve 
years,  and  are  practically  used  up.  The  positive  plates  are  in  quite 
good  condition,  and  Mr.  Gregory  thought  would  last  three  or  three 
and  a  half  years.  Battery  company  man  thought  not  over  two 
years.  They  have  been  in  use  about  four  years.  The  first  set  of 
positive  plates  were  in  use  about  six  years.  Probably  in  about  a 
year  their  efficiency  to  retain  a  charge  would  begin  to  diminish 
considerably. 

The  generator  at  the  powder  house  is  run  in  the  evening  from 
seven  to  eleven  o'clock  to  furnish  current  for  court  house  square 
boulevard  lights,  the  court  house,  jail  and  comfort  station,  etc.  In 
addition  to  this  it  furnishes  current  sufficient  to  charge  the  bat- 
tery with  an  abundance  of  electricity  for  use  from  eleven  o'clock 
at  night  until  seven  o'clock  the  next  night,  when  the  battery  is  in 
such  condition  that  it  will  hold  the  charge.  For  some  time  past 
and  at  present  its  condition  has  necessitated  running  dynamo  about 
three  hours  every  morning  to  re-charge  the  battery.  This  uses 
up  about  600  pounds  of  coal. 

As  to  cost  of  repairs  w^e  would  present  the  following  figures: 

Cost  of  both  negative  and  positive  plates  new,  and  elec- 
trolite  for  battery,  f.  o.  b.  Binghamton   $2,250.00 

One  man  from  factory  placing  and  assembling  and  charg- 
ing— six  days,  $12.00,  plus  railroad  fare  and  board    100.00 

One  helper  to  work  with  him  six  days,  $4.00    24.00

Less  for  old  plates  sold  as  junk,  $50.00  or  $60.00. 
Partial  replacement  would  cost:

All  new  negative  plates,  electrolite,  etc.,  f.  o.  b.  Binghamton, 
$1,109.00. 

Labor  about  same  as  in  first  instance. 

Probably  could  sell  junk  for  $25.00  or  $30.00. 

Your  committee  has  not  had  sufficient  time  since  the  matter  was 
called  to  its  attention  to  obtain  figures  upon  cost  of  current  from 
outside  sources,  but  estimate  that  minimum  cost  of  current  from  11 
o'clock  to  next  morning  would  be  two  or  two-fifty  per  night.  In 
t\^dition  to  this  we  would  have  to  run  dynamo  during  the  day  or 
buy  current,  if  battery  was  discarded.

The  State  Commission  of  Highways  having  on  January  26,  1922, 
filed  a  petition  alleging  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration  in 
the  manner  in  which  the  Vestal-Binghamton  County  highway  in  the 
town  of  Vestal,  Broome  county,  crosses  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna 
and  Western  railroad,  and  hearings  thereon  having  been  held  in 
Binghamton  on  February  25,  and  March  31,  1922,  after  due  notice, 
proof  of  publication  of  which  and  of  personal  service  upon  interested 
property  owners  is  of  record,  at  which  the  following  appeared:  J. 
H.  Huber,  senior  assistant  engineer,  and  H.  E.  Smith,  division  engi- 
neer, for  State  Commission  of  Highways;  Ross  M.  Lovell,  attorney, 
and  F.  L.  Wheaton,  division  engineer,  for  The  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroad  Company;  Hinman,  Howard  &  Kattell 
''by  Mr.  Kattell),  attorneys,  for  S.  L.  Noosbickle  and  Charles  Betts, 
property  owners;  James  N.  Allen,  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Vestal,

Beginning  at  station  159 -|- 48  and  proceeding  easterly,  the  center 
line  of  the  new  highway  shall  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of  458 
feet  for  a  distance  of  about  634  feet;  thence  on  a  tangent  across 
the  right  of  way  of  The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Rail- 
road Company  for  about  285  feet;  thence  curve  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  370  feet  for  a  distance  of  about  310  feet;  thence  tangent 
for  a  distance  of  about  455  feet;  thence  curve  to  the  right  with  a 
radius  of  441  feet  for  a  distance  of  about  250  feet,  to  a  point  in 
the  present  highway  south  of  the  railroad  marked  on  said  map  as 
station  F  179  +  20,  which  equals  station  179  +  57,  main  line.

•  The  structure  supporting  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  shall  be  a 
solid  floor,  through  plate  girder  bridge  supported  upon  concrete 
abutments.  The  minimum  clear  headroom  between  the  lowest  point 
on  the  bridge  and  the  crown  of  the  finished  pavement  thereunder 
shall  be  13  feet  6  inches.  There  shall  be  a  clear  width  of  26  feet 
between  faces  of  abutments  measured  at  right  angles  to  the  cen- 
ter line  of  the  highway. 

The  approaches  shall  be  graded  to  a  width  of  26  feet  on  em- 
bankments and  29  feet  in  cuts,  and  shall  be  paved  to  a  width  of  16 
feet  with  gravel  6  inches  thick  properly  rolled  into  place.

Gentlemen : — 

Your  Committee  on  County  Grounds  and  Buildings,  having  re- 
ceived complaints  in  regard  to  the  conditions  of  the  storage  battery 
which  forms  one  part  of  the  lighting  system  of  the  Court  House, 
Jail,  Powerhouse  and  Boulevard  Lig'hts  around  Court  House  Square, 
have  investigated  the  matter  and  wish  to  report  as  follows: 

First:  That  when  battery  is  in  good  condition  to  receive  and 
retain  a  charge  of  electricity  the  generator  need  run  only  from  the 
hours  of  7  o'clock  to  11  o'clock  in  the  evening.   When  it  is  so  nm

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it  furnished  enough  current  to  supply  all  needs  including  boulevard 
lights,  and  charge  the  battery  so  it  \vill  furnish  needed  current  from 
11  o'clock  at  night  until  the  next  night  at  7  o'clock. 

Second:  That  with  the  battery  in  its  present  condition  it  is  nec- 
essary to  run  generator  about  three  hours  eveiy  morning  to  gen- 
erate enough  current  to  carry  through  the  day,  or  imtil  starting 
generator  at  7  o'clock.  (This  requires  burning  about  600  pounds 
of  coal  at  per  ton — 

Third:  That  the  negative  plates  of  the  battery  are  practically 
useless,  being  very  soft,  and  material  ready  to  fall  out  or  having 
fallen  out. 

Fourth:  That  the  positive  plates  are  nearly  used  up.  These 
plates  consist  of  a  lead  plate  with  numerous  holes  bored  in  them 
and  a  conjugated  strip  of  lead  inserted  (in  coil  form)  under  pres- 
sure into  the  holes.  Some  of  these  insertions  are  loose,  and  active 
material  is  disintegrating.  Possibly  there  is  two  years  wear  in 
these  plates,  with  increasing  incapacity.  This  estimate  of  their  fur- 
ther usefulness  is  based  upon  the  assumption  that  all  negative 
plates  be  replaced  at  once. 

Fifth:  That  estimated  cost  of  replacement  of  these  negative 
plates  would  be  as  follows: 

New  negative  gToups  for  60  cells.  Positive  groups  for  3  cells, 
necessary  other  material  and  labor,  etc.  (See  Proposition  "A"  of 
Electric  Storage  Battery  Co.  July  6)  $1,350.00.  We  would  have  to 
pay  cartage  from  railroad  to  power  house,  in  addition  to  this. 

Sixth:  That  replacement  of  both  positive  and  negative  renewals 
would  cost  $2,344.00,  plus  cartage  as  in  first  instance.  (See  Prop- 
osition "B"  from  above  named  company.)

ELECTRIC  CURRENT  FROM  OTHER  SOURCES. 

We  requested  the  Binghamton  Light,  Heat  &  Power  Co.  to  give 
us  an  approximate  cost  for  furnishing  current  under  two  proposi- 
tibns: — 

(A)  They  to  furnished  current  from  11  o'clock  at  night  until 
7  o'clock  the  next  night. 

(B)  They  to  furnish  all  current  used  during  entire  24  hours 
of  the  day.  ,.   ,  ■ 

The  Binghamton  Light,  Heat  &  Power  Co.  installed  a  meter  and 
took  readings  of  actual  current  used  during  a  period  of  6  days, 
fix)m,June  30  to  July  6th,  and  have  submitted  their  estimate  of  cost 
on  such  current  consumption  during  these  periods  as  follows: 

(a)  Current  cost  per  month  for  20  hours  (from  11  o'clock  at 
night  until  7  o'clock  following  night)  at  a  flat  rate  of  5  cents  per 
K.  W.  H.  $384.00. 

;  Bj^  guaranteeing  consumption  of  5000  K.  W.  H.  per  month  they 
could  make  a  rate  which  would  cost  approximately  $352.00  per 
month. 

(B)  Current  cost  per  month  for  24  hours  per  day  would  be  ap- 
proximately $537.00  per  month.  (Your  attention  is  called  to  their 
figures  on  attached  sheets,  for  more  definite  information  as  to  how 
they  arrive  at  these  estimates.) 

Would  say  that  our  engineers  state  that  they  burn  one-half  ton 
coal  a  day  during  four  months  of  the  year  (summer)  and  that  it 
takes  no  more  coal  to  run  generator  during  the  remaining  eight 
months  on  account  of  having  to  furnish  heat  during  that  period. 

^,     In  conclusion  would  state  that  inasmuch  as  we  have  our  own 
^power  plant  an4  are  employing  two  men  continuously,  and  it  being 
necessary  to  furnish  hot  water  and  steam  to  jail,  etc.,  it  appears  to 
ryo^r  committee  that  it  would  be  more  economical  to  repair  or  re- 
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place  battery  and  continue  to  furnish  our  own  current  as  in  the 
past,  than  to  buy  current  from  outside  sources.

Gentlemen— Your  Committee  on  County  Grounds  and  Buildings 
having  been  instructed  by  you  at  your  last  meeting  to  make  certain 
improvements  and  expenditures,  desires  to  present  the  following 
report: 

We  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Electric  Storage  Battery  Co. 
for  complete  renewal  of  the  storage  battery  at  the  power  house, 
which  company  has  installed  same,  and  the  battery  is  being  used, 
furnishing  sufficient  current  for  all  requirements,  and  we  believe  is 
a  first  class  installation  in  all  respects.  We  shall  ask  you  to  audit 
bill  for  same  when  it  is  presented.    Contract  price  was  $2344.00. 

We  advertised  for  bids  on  piaintin^-  door  and  sash  frames  and 
sash  in  old  part  of  Court  House,  exterior,  painting  on  power  house 
and  jail  and  Court  House  room  ceiling:  instinicted,  and  in  response  to 
same  received  several  bids.  Mr.  C.  H.  K.  Adams,  being  the  lowest 
bidder,  was  awarded  the  contract  at  a  price  of  $849.00.  We  found 
that  the  Court  House  porch  ceiling  was  badly  in  need  of  paint, 
having  begun  to  rust  in  numerous  places  and  presenting  a  very 
unsightly  appearance,  therefore  we  had  Mr.  Adams  paint  same  two 
coats  at  an  expense  of  $225.00.   The  sci-eens  on  Court  House  needetl 
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painting  so  we  had  this  done  at  a  cost  of  .50  each,  or  $10.00,  This 
makes  a  total  cost  of  $1084.00,  for  which  a  bill  will  be  presented  fo> 
your  approval.

The  attention  of  your  committee  on  County  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings has  been  called  to  the  condition  at  the  comfort  station  and  we 
have  made  an  investigation  and  find  that  the  people  that  the  county 
taxpayers  are  trying  to  accommodate  and  furnish  comforts  for  are 
the  people  that  are  making  the  conditions  unbearable. 

The  fact  that  the  sewer  is  so  low  that  when  water  is  high  in  the 
Susquehanna  river  we  cannot  flush  the  closets,  is  a  matter  that  we 
cannot  see  a  way  to  remedy.  The  seats  have  been  broken  and  we 
have  replaced  them  with  new  on  the  men's  side.  When  rolls  of 
toilet  paper  have  been  used  to  plug  the  toilets.  The  tanks  over- 
head have  been  broken  and  jammed.  Pull  chains  have  been  pulled 
off.  The  custodian  thought  it  was  his  duty  to  lock  the  men's  side 
at  nine  o'clock  in  order  to  have  it  fit  for  the  jail  help  to  go  in  and 
clean  it  out  the  next  morning. 

We  feel  that  something  should  be  done  for  the  convenience  of 
the  people  living  outside  the  city  who  come  in  every  day  and  have 
been  accustomed  to  the  use  of  the  building.  We  would  like  sug- 
gestions from  other  members  of  the  Board. 

A  large  amount  of  money  is  being  spent  each  year  for  the 
people's  comforts  and  it  is  not  appreciatd  by  some  and  is  far  from 
successful.

^        Earth  Roads — I  doubt  if  there  has  been  a  season  when  the 
roads  were  kept  in  better  condition  generally,  throughout  the  en- 
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tire  county,  and  at  the  present  time  they  ave  all  that  could  be 
expected  with  the  traffic  they  have  to  carry. 

Bridges — Several  creek  bridges  have  been  constructed  during 
the  year,  all  of  the  permanent  type  of  constriction,  capable  of 
carrying  at  least  twenty  tons.  All  of  the  bridge  constiniction  in 
the  county  is  being  done  along  the  lines  adopted  by  the  State 
Highway  Department,  and  on  plans  furnished  by  them  in  nearly 
all  cases.  We  have  several  bridges  in  the  County  on  State  routes 
that  are  very  narrow,  in  fact  so  narrow  that  two  cars  cannot  pass 
in  safety,  and  I  intend  to  ask  that  they  be  rebuilt  with  much  wider 
bi-idges  to  safeguard  the  traveling  public. 

320-A  Roads — Work  has  progressed  in  this  class  of  road  con- 
struction very  good  this  season,  but  not  as  well  as  I  had  planned 
for  the  following  reasons: 

Most  of  the  towns  did  not  get  started  at  this  work  until  very 
late  in  the  season  on  account  of  the  amount  of  work  required  to 
be  done  upon  the  earth  roads,  which  I  expect  to  be  finished  first. 
As  soon  as  this  permanent  work  was  started,  we  were  held  up  on 
material  consequently  the  work  that  was  planned  was  not  carried 
forward  as  far  as  we  had  planned. 

Following  is  a  statement  of  the  work  accomplished: 

Roads  started  and  completed  2V2  miles. 
Base  laid  for  next  years  top,  11%  miles. 
Top  laid  on  last  years  base,  5%  miles. 
Top  application  of  tar  and  chips,  3  miles. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  time  of  starting  this  class  of 
work,  I  think  the  foregoing  is  a  very  good  showing. 

Steam  Shovel — In  the  Spring  of  1921,  your  Board  directed  me 
to  purchase  a  steam  shovel,  which  was  done,  and  the  same  has  been 
a  good  investment  and  of  great  assistance  in  keeping  down  the  ex- 
pense of  construction.  I  am  unable  to  get  the  shovel  around  to 
the  places  where  it  is  needed  as  fast  as  it  is  required,  and  I  would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  another  one  this  year,  of  the  same  type, 
as  I  have  work  in  view  to  keep  two  shovels  in  operation.  During 
the  season,  the  one  shovel  hasm  oved  more  than  19,000  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  gravel,  and  will  keep  in  operation  on  the  present  job 
until  January  1st,  the  weather  conditions  permitting.  The  ma- 
chine is  in  good  working  order  and  vdth  slight  repair  in  the  Spring 
will  be  nearly  as  good  as  new. 
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Funds — During  the  past  few  years  your  Board  has  made  an 
appropriation  of  $60,000  for  the  construction  of  this  class  of  High- 
ways, and  I  would  recommend  that  this  year's  appropriation  be 
$75,000  and  that  you  instruct  me  to  purchase  a  second  shovel  for 
the  use  of  the  County.  The  price  of  the  machine  will  be  about 
$6,400  and  can  be  paid  from  this  fund,  which  will  leave  a  sum 
slightly  larger  than  set  by  last  season  for  construction  work. 

Automobile — I  am  using  at  the  present  time  a  Ford  car  in  my 
work,  and  during  the  past  season  have  traveled  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  the  office  more  than  fifteen  thousand  miles,  and  the 
car  is  considerably  worn,  but  still  running  good.  From  the  ex- 
perience of  the  past  two  years,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Ford 
car  is  not  sturdy  enough  to  stand  the  travel  that  I  have  to  make 
over  all  class  of  roads.  During  the  past  year,  I  have  paid  out  in 
repairs  to  keep  this  car  going,  outside  of  tires,  gas  and  oil,  the 
sum  of  $232.20,  and  if  I  had  not  done  some  of  the  i-epairs  myself  it 
would  have  been  over  $300.00.  I  would  recommend  that  this  car 
be  turned  in  or  sold  and  a  Dodge  be  purchased,  from  an  economic 
standpoint  of  operation,  as  the  present  car  will  cost  more  to  keep 
going  next  season  than  it  has  this  season. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  this  time  for  their 
co-operation  in  the  past  season  and  ask  for  a  continuation  of  the 
same  in  the  future.

Sixth — In  case  of  fire  water  taken  from  hydrants  it  shall  be 
adjusted  by  the  owner  of  the  property  and  the  chairman  and  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

WATER  RENTS 

Seventh — All  water  taken  from  the  water  main  will  be  charged 
against  property  owners  after  the  reading  of  the  meter  at  the  rate 
of  .15  Pr.  1,000  gallons. 

Eighth — The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  read  the 
meters  twice  in  each  year,  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  and  the  1st  day 
of  October,  and  send  each  water  user  a  statement  for  the  number 
of  gallons  used  and  a  bill  for  the  amount  due.

Broome  County  Jail, 
Binghamton,  N.  Y. 

Inspected  November  28,  1922.    W.  S.  Robinson,  Sheriff. 

The  population  on  this  date  was  30,  classified  as  follows: 

Serving  sentence,  17;  held  for  grand  jury,  13.  Five  of  the  lat- 
ter were  minors ;  there  were  no  females. 

The  maximum  number  at  one  time  during  the  year  was  76, 
of  whom  35  were  Federal  prisoners  detained  during  the  term  of 
court.  At  all  other  times  the  officials  claim  that  no  serious  diffi- 
culty has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  a  legal  separation  of  the 
different  classes  of  prisoners. 

The  purpose  of  this  visit  was  to  ascertain  if  the  recommenda- 
tions made  in  tlie  last  report  of  inspection,  dated  June  12,  1922,  had 
been  complied  with.   Briefly,  they  were  as  follows: 

Provide  recei\'ing  room  and  all  inmates  examined  by  the  jail 
physician. 
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Install  laundry  facilities  and  employ  a  civilian  cook. 
Legally  classify  the  prisoners. 

The  jail  was  found  in  the  same  condition  as  described  in  the 
June  report.  It  was  clean  and  well  painted  throughout.  No  spe- 
cial room  has  been  fitted  up  for  examination  and  cleaning  up  of 
prisoners  on  admission,  although  the  sheriff  has  the  matter  under 
consideration.  The  physician  receives  only  $200  a  year  and  is  sub- 
ject to  call  when  his  services  are  needed.  Consequently,  only  those 
suspected  of  having  communicable  diseases  are  examined  for  the 
purpose  of  segregation  and  treatment. 

Modem  laundry  facilities  have  not  been  installed.  This  is  about 
the  only  county  jaiy  of  its  size  in  the  state  not  so  equipped. 

No  provision  has  been  made  for  the  employment  of  a  civilian 
cook.  It  has  been  the  practice  for  many  years  in  this  county  to 
depend  upon  the  services  of  inmates,  which  obviously  cannot  be  re- 
lied upon  at  all  times.  This  is  a  matter  deserving  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  other  counties  have  found 
the  employment  of  a  competent  cook  to  be  economical  and  much 
more  satisfactory. 

Three  meals  a  day  are  served  on  week  days  and  two  on  Sun- 
days. 

The  same  recommendations  are  again  repeated,  with  the  addi- 
tional one — that  a  tile  or  concrete  floor  be  laid  in  the  kitchen.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis 
was  presented: 

Your  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  to  whom  was  referred  the 
matter  of  providing  an  additional  water  supply  for  the  tuberculosis 
hospital  report  that  they  have  carefully  investigated  three  proposi- 
tions for  obtaining  water  for  the  hospital  as  follows: 

First.  The  installation  of  a  system  for  taking  water  direct 
from  the  Chenango  River. 

Second.  A  system  of  obtaining  water  from  a  series  of  wells 
to  be  located  near  the  river  and  pumping  the  same  to  the  hospital. 

Third.    The  installation  of  a  system  for  obtaining  water  from 
a  series  of  wells  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  where  the  hospital  is  situ 
ated  and  pumping  the  same  to  the  hospital. 

In  order  to  obtain  water  direct  from  the  Chenango  River  it 
would  be  necessary  to  build  a  large  crib  in  the  river  to  protect  the 
intake  against  ice.  The  river  is  veiy  shallow,  at  the  places  where 
it  would  be  practical  to  take  the  water  from.    To  install  this  sys- 

'  tem  it  would  also  be  necessary  to  construct  an  expensive  filter 

^  plant. 
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In  the  event  that  wells  are  drilled  near  the  river  bank  we  find 
that  the  river  frequently  ovei-flow^s,  and  that  dunng  periods  of  high 
water  the  wells  would  be  flooded,  thereby  causing  the  water  to  be- 
come roily. 

Competent  water  men  and  well  drillers  inform  us  that  the  most 
feasible  plan  is  to  drill  wells  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  on  which -th^ 
hospital  is  situated.  This  method  will  be  cheaper,  as  the  wells 
would  be  located  much  nearer  to  the  hospital,  thereby  saving  a 
large  amount  of  digging  and  pipe.  We  are  also  advised  that  the 
chances  of  getting  water  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  are  just  as  good  as 
at  the  river  bank.  The  well  drillers  recommend  putting  down  a  test 
well  of  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  in  the 
event  that  water  is  found  at  that  point  that  a  series  of  wells  of 
ten  or  twelve  inches  in  diameter  be  drilled.  It  is  proposed  to  con- 
nect such  wells  in  such  a  manner  that  an  adequate  supply  of  water 
will  be  obtained.  We  find  that  wells  have  been  drilled  in  this  local; 
ity  that  are  supplying  a  good  amount  of  water.  That  such  wells 
have  been  drilled  about  one  hundred  feet  deep.  The  well  drillers 
whom  we  have  interviewed  consider  that  this  is  about  the  depth 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  go  to  obtain  a  sufficient  supply  of  water. 

We  recommend  that  a  test  well  six  inches  in  diameter  be  drilled 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  in  the  event  that  water  is  found  at  that 
point  that  a  series  of  wells  sufficient  to  give  an  adequate  w^ater  sup- 
ply for  the  tuberculosis  hospital  should  be  drilled.  That  such  wells 
should  be  ten  or  twelve  inches  in  diameter  and  should  be  con- 
nected with  the  tuberculosis  hospital  with  a  proper  pipe  line  and 
pumps. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dol- 
lars be  appropriated  for  this  work  and  that  the  Committee  on 
Tuberculosis  be  authorized  to  expend  as  much  of  said  sum  as  is 
found  necessary  for  the  puiT)ose  of  installing  such  water  system.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors: 

In  submitting  this  my  Annual  Report,  I  am  not  unmindful  of 
the  many  courtesies  from  the  Board  of  Superv'isors  during  the 
year.  Especially  in  the  manner  in  which  they  took  hold  of  the 
water  supply  to  the  Broome  County  Farm;  in  getting  the  eight- 
inch  water  pipe  laid  from  the  City  line  to  the  County  Farm.  The 
pipe  was  laid  and  the  water  turned  on  the  3rd  da^v  of  November, 
1922,  now  giving  plenty  of  water  and  good  fire  protection.  I  con- 
sider it  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  the  County  Home  that  has 
ever  been  accomplished.  It  will  prove  a  great  saving  and  will  tend 
to  build  up  the  City  of  Binj-hamton  along  the  line.  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  individually  and  collectively. 

We  have  cleaned  up  around  the  new  cow  barn  and  filled  in  the 
old  cellar  where  the  old  Dormitory  stood. 

We  have  also  shingled  the  west  side  of  the  large  barn  and  part 
of  the  east  side,  using  sixty-six  thousand  shingles.  The  help  at 
the  farm  have  done  most  of  this  work. 

Mr.  Charles  Aitken,  keeper  at  the  County  Home,  and  Mrs.  Ait- 
ken  as  matron,  resigned  to  take  effect  the  1st  of  March,  1922.  I 
appointed  to  fill  their  places,  Mr.  Frank  Ross,  as  keeper,  and  Agnes 
Ross,  his  wife,  as  matron.    Thep  have  done  splendid  work  ever 
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since  they  have  been  there.  They  have  not  ceased  to  labor  day 
and  night  for  the  betterment  and  convenience  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Home. 

Mr.  Ross  has  taken  charge  of  the  farm  and  has  been  wonder- 
fully successful  in  producing  good  crops.  (See  report  of  Farm 
Products  for  the  past  year.) 

Thanking  the  Board  for  their  co-operation  in  all  this  work,  I  am,

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Broome  County,  New  York. 

Gentlemen: — 

Since  Aug'ust,  1915,  the  Board  of  Chiltl  Welfare  of  Broome 
Count\-  has  operated  under  the  Child  Welfare  Law  to  aid  indigent 
widows  in  maintaining  homes  and  bringing-  up  their  children  to  be 
good  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  nature  of  an  experiment  at  first,  small  allowances  were 
granted  so  that  the  mothers  might  develop  all  their  latent  powers 
in  endeavoring  to  maintain  homes  for  their  children.  In  many 
cases  the  relief  was  given  but  a  short  time,  as  the  mothers  found 
that  they  were  able  to  care  for  their  families  without  the  aid  of  the 
allowance. 

According  to  recent  statistics  compiled  by  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  from  the  different  reports  of  the  Boards  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  funds  were  appropriated  for  the  work  in  fifty  of  our 
sixty-two  counties,  while  Westchester,  Dutchess,  and  Suffolk  coun- 
ties operate  under  specific  laws  of  their  own  which  are  not  so  lim- 
ited in  their  scope  as  the  Mothers'  Allowance  Law.    In  about  28 
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per  cent,  of  these  counties  such  appropriations  wcve  consi(.!ere(i 
adequate,  in  33  per  cent,  approximately  adequate,  and  in  ?yJ  per 
cent,  inadequate.  The  Broome  County  Board  is  on.^  oi'  thirtcn 
Boards  of  the  State  where  the  allowances  a:e  considered  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  real  needs  of  the  people. 

As  time  progresses,  a  clearer  understanding-  of  tho  prob'ems  of 
the  widowed  mothers  and  their  children  has  come  to  those  in  charge 
of  the  work,  and  the  Board  now  stands  in  the  relation  of  a  father 
of  the  family  to  whom  they  bring  their  problems  and  whose  judg- 
ment is  respected  in  making  final  decisions  for  them.  The  Board 
expects  these  women  to  have  high  ideals,  to  uphold  the  highest 
standards  of  life,  and  to  bring  up  their  children  to  be  an  asset  and 
not  a  liability  to  the  State. 

In  determining  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  a  grantee,  a  tentative 
budget  is  compiled,  showing  the  amount  necessary  to  properly  cere 
for  the  family,  taking  into  consideration  any  income  from  other 
sources.  All  of  the  circumstances  in  regard  to  the  case  are  taken 
into  consideration  by  the  Board  when  making  a  decision.  Some- 
times the  mother  is  not  so  much  in  need  of  financial  assistance  as 
she  is  in  need  of  advice  in  regard  to  the  proper  dis  posal  of  real 
estate  or  insurance  money.  The  Board  carefully  advises  them.  If 
the  applicant  is  in  need  of  help,  but  ineligible  under  the  law,  the 
case  is  referred  promptly  to  the  proper  authorities.  Mothers  are 
encouraged  to  work  if  by  so  doing  they  can  keep  up  their  high 
standards  in  home-making  and  the  children  are  assured  of  proper 
care. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Supeiwisors,  adequate 
allowances  have  been  given  to  the  widows  during  the  past  year 
and  in  nearly  all  cases  they  have  been  able  to  get  along  without 
help  from  other  sources.  They  are  able  to  live  in  a  self-respecting 
way  and  bring  up  their  children  in  normal  home  atmosphere. 

To  carry  on  the  work  of  the  investigations,  to  insure  supervis- 
ion of  the  grantees  of  the  allowances,  and  for  the  proper  adminis- 
tration of  the  work,  a  sum  of  $600  is  asked  for  administrative  pur- 
poses. This  is  deemed  necessary  in  oi'der  to  see  that  the  large  sum 
of  money  expended  for  allowances  is  well  spent.  To  do  this  period- 
ical visits  must  be  made  and  systematic  supervision  kept  of  ad  the 
widows  and  their  children. 

The  amount  expended  for  allowances  from  November,  ir2],  .to 
November,  1922,  was  $37,954.00;  for  administrative  purposes,'  $1,- 
796.91,  or  less  than  5  per  cent,  of  total  disbursements. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year,  1021.  there  were  88  widow.^^,  vrith  222 
children,  receiving  allowances.  Thirty  wi('o\vs  with  80  chilfhe  i 
were  added  during  the  year  ending  November,  1022.  r'^'^.kinu-  a  tot^ii 
of  118  widows  with  302  children  receiving  aid  diiiinT  the  yca^. 
Seventeen  widows  with  37  children  wer?  discontinued  fo"  vai-^-o  is 
reasons  during  the  year,  leaving  101  widows  with  2"5  children  :o- 
ceiving  help  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  yeai'.  Of  the  thirjy  new  g-an- 
tees  during  the  year,  26  of  the  deceased  husbands  were  Aiuoriean 
born,  2  Russian,  1  Polish,  and  1  Grecian.  The  avera'^e  weekly  al- 
lowance per  chi^d  is  $3.11  as  compared  to  .ST. 00  [:er  week  which 
would  have  to  be  paid  if  the  children  were  placed  in  Orphi-ns 
Homes. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  so  kindly  coope  ated 
with  them  in  their  work,  especially  the  charitable  oi'ganizations  and 
the  health  clinics  which  have  aided  in  placing  these  children  on  an 
equal  plane  with  other  children  who  have  their  natui'al  father  and 
protector  spared  to  them.

To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Broome  County: 
Dear  Sirs: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Broome  County  Tuberculosis 
Hospital  take  great  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  our  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  1922. 

This  is  our  first  report  since  we  secured  the  services  of  Dr. 
Cole  as  Superintendent,  and  since  he  took  up  the  duties  at  the 
Hospital  he  has  devoted  his  entire  time  and  energy  to  the  work  of 
caring  for  the  institution  and  has  proved  himself  a  \ery  capable 
manager,  as  a  close  perusal  of  the  following  report  will  show. 
Broome  County  is  to  be  congratulatd  upon  being  able  to  secure 
the  services  of  such  a  man  as  Dr.  Cole  to  act  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Institution. 

The  help  has  been  changed  in  most  cases,  which  works  out  l«.r 
the  betterment  of  the  hospital  besides  the  discipline  of  both  the 
attendants  and  patients  are  much  improved  by  having  a  man  at 
the  head  of  the  institution. 

The  cost  of  running  the  Hospital  has  been  less  this  season 
than  last,  as  this  report  will  show  farther  on.  This  was  brought 
about  by  careful  management  and  systematic  purchasing  by  the 
Superintendent. 
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Water — The  water  supply  is  very  poor  and  looks  as  if  it  would 
be  so  until  some  change  in  the  system  is  made.  From  the  experi- 
ence we  have  had  at  the  institution,  we  think  it  would  not  be  ad\is- 
able  to  spend  any  more  money  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  ana  rrc  have 
three  courses  left  open  so  as  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water  for  the 
Hospital,  which  are  as  follows: 

A — A  series  of  driven  wells  at  the  foot  of  the  hill. 

B — Piping  up  two  large  springs  a  short  distance  from  the  river. 

C — A  series  of  large  wells  a  short  distance  from  the  river  and 
allowing  the  water  to  filter  into  them  from  the  river  bed,  thereby 
the  gavel  through  which  the  water  would  have  to  pass  to  get  to 
the  wells  would  act  as  a  filter  and  eliminate  the  need  of  an  ex- 
pensive filtering  plant. 

In  either  of  the  above  plans  it  will  require  the  installing  of 
a  pumping  plant  at  the  level  of  the  lower  flats,  and  one  large 
enough  to  drive  the  water  into  the  resei-voir  on  top  of  the  hill. 

Sewage — The  Hospital  is  at  present  equipped  with  a  septic 
plant  and  five  cesspools.  The  septic  tank  is  located  on  the  Hospi- 
tal gi'omids,  and  the  cesspools  are  in  a  large  gravel  bank  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill  on  the  Parsons  farm.  The  septic  tank  has  never 
worked  as  it  should,  and  is  not  working  so  now,  and  the  conse- 
quences are  that  the  cesspools  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  fill  up  and 
then  run  out  on  top  of  the  ground,  thereby  causing  much  trouble. 
These  defects  should  be  correc^ted  before  we  can  get  the  best  re- 
sults from  the  Hospital. 

Your  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  is  looking  into  these  two 
matters  at  the  present  time,  and  no  doubt  ^^^1I  file  their  report  with 
you  in  the  near  future,  or  at  the  present  session  of  the  Board,  at 
least. 

Buildings  and  Grounds — Many  improvements  in  the  buildings 
have  been  made  and  the  grounds  have  been  beautified  until  it 
looks  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  most  of  the  same  kind  of  institu- 
tions in  the  State,  and  is  a  place  that  the  people  of  tre  County  can 
look  to  with  a  gi^eat  deal  of  pride.  At  some  future  time,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  road  leading  from  the  public  highway  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill,  to  the  Hospital,  be  improved,  either  with  a  good 
covering  of  gravel  and  some  batumerous  binder,  or  that  it  be 
macadamized.  In  the  spring  of  the  year  the  road  is  almost  im- 
passable at  times,  for  the  truck,  and  if  it  could  be  improvetl,  if 
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only  for  a  part  of  the  width,  it  would  be  a  great  help  as  the  sup- 
plies used  in  the  hospital  have  to  be  drawn  over  this  road. 

Gifts — We  wish  to  express  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  people 
of  the  City  of  Binghamton  and  the  Towns  for  the  gifts  which  have 
been  sent  to  the  Hospital  in  the  past  year,  a  detailed  list  of  which 
is  contained  in  tliis  report  farther  on. 

County  Nurse — We  do  not  think  we  would  be  doing  right  if 
we  turn  in  this  report  without  calling  your  attention  to  the  fine 
work  that  Miss  Margaret  Hand  is  doing  as  County  Nurse.  Miss 
Hand  has  held  the  position  for  several  years  and  is  getting  to  be 
known  all  over  the  County  and  does  her  work  in  a  quiet  business- 
like manner,  and  is  one  of  the  important  factors  connected  with 
the  Hospital. 

Truck — ^The  old  Ford  truck  and  the  Touring  car  have  been 
exchanged  for  a  new  Larrabee  Truck  with  a  combination  body,  and 
is  working  out  very  satisfactoiy  and  with  less  expense. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  kind  con- 
sideration and  interest  during  the  year,  and  solicit  a  continuation 
of  the  same  during  the  coming  year. 

Attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  report  is  a  detailed 
report  of  the  Superintendent  in  charge  of  the  Institution.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1922. 

To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Broome  County 
Tuberculosis  Ilospitr.l,  Chenango  Bridge,  N.  Y. 

(Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  of  submitting  my  second  annual 
report  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  October  31st,  1922.  At 
the  time  of  making  last  year's  annual  report  I  had  been  Superin- 
tendent only  one  month. 
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The  most  important  question  of  the  year  regarding  hospital 
operation  has  been  the  water  supply. 

In  my  first  monthly  report  I  called  attention  to  the  amount  of 
water  produced  by  the  well  and  recommended  that  wells  be  driven 
and  a  pump  house  installed  at  the  valley  level.  In  December  the 
supply  became  impaired  to  the  extent  that  it  was  found  necessary 
to  restrict  tub  baths  for  the  patients  and  stop  the  ice  making  ma- 
chine. In  January  a  like  condition  existed  and  continued  to  exist 
until  June  when  the  supply  ran  unusually  short  so  that  all  tub 
baths  were  restricted  and  ice  making  and  refrigeration  stopped. 
It  was  necessary  to  have  the  laundry  done  outside  the  hospital. 

As  pumping  did  not  supply  the  requisite  amoimt  of  water,  the 
pump  was  overhauled  at  considerable  expense,  but  it  did  not  rem- 
edy the  defect.  This  operation  has  taken  place  twice  during  the 
year.  About  this  time — June — it  was  found  that  the  well  would 
produce  only  seven  gallons  per  minute,  an  amount  markedly  de- 
ficient for  our  use.  At  this  period  we  were  compelled  to  cart 
water  to  the  hospital  for  ordinary  use. 

In  July  by  arrangement  of  Mr.  Williams  of  our  Board,  Mr.  C. 
G.  Cummings,  expert  engineer  of  the  Sullivan  Machinery  and  Min- 
ing Co.,  of  Chicago  and  Claremont,  N.  H.,  was  engaged  to  look 
after  tlie  water  situation.  On  August  16th  Mr.  Cummings  com- 
menced operations,  the  object  being  to  lift  the  water  from  well  by 
a  system  of  compressed  air.  On  the  17th,  in  placing  pipes  for  this 
purpose,  the  tackling  broke  and  the  pipe  was  precipitated  many 
feet  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  well.  No  further  progress  could 
be  made  until  the  pipe  was  obtained.  From  the  same  date,  August 
"fishing"  for  the  lost  pipe  was  in  progress  and  it  was  not  until 
September  22nd  that  the  pipe  was  recovered  and  the  apparatus 
for  testing  the  productive  quantity  of  water  was  put  i'^  operation. 

For  five  weeks  we  were  compelled  to  cart  from  600  to  800 
gallons  of  water  daily  to  the  hospital  from  Binghamton.  The 
whole  operation  of  the  hospital  was  much  crippled. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  test  by  the  installation  of  the  com- 
pressed air  system,  it  was  found  that  the  well  would  not  produce 
over  eight  gallons  of  water  per  minute.  Mr.  Cummings  gave  as 
his  opinion  that  no  system  of  apparatus  could  be  applied  that 
would  produce  more,  and  that  we  would  be  compelled  to  look  to 
other  sources  for  our  needs. 

I  may  add  that  at  this  time  pumping  produces  even  less  in 
amount  than  above  stated. 
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With  this  situation  confronting  us  the  operation  of  the  hospital 
cannot  be  successfully  maintained  until  this  defect  is  remedied. 

Various  changes  have  occurred  in  the  staff  during  the  year. 
Mrs.  H.  B.  Crisfield,  who  had  been  head  nurse  since  the  hospital 
opened,  resigned  December  31st,  1921.  Miss  Francis  A.  Mullen, 
who  had  been  in  two  year's  service  at  the  hospital,  succeeded  Mrs. 
Crisfield,  resigning  after  an  efficient  service  of  seven  months. 

The  present  head  nurse.  Miss  Ann  L.  Steeves,  was  appointed 
September  15th,  1922.  Miss  Steeves  was  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cincinnati  and  took  a  nursing  course  at  the  Samaritan 
Hospital,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  D.  Ogden  Mills 
Training  School,  Trudeau,  N.  Y.  The  graduates  of  this  school  are 
especially  trained  for  tuberculosis  work.  Miss  Steeves  came  to  us 
with  the  best  of  recommendations,  among  which  is  that  of  Dr. 
F.  B.  Trudeau,  Saranac  Lake,  N.  Y.,  a  tuberculosis  specialist  of 
nation-wide  reputation. 

Dr.  Marion  S.  Morse  of  Binghamton,  a  recent  graduate  of  the 
Woman's  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia,  served  a  provisional  term 
of  two  months  as  interne  and  assistant  technician.  Special  work 
that  the  Superintendent  has  not  found  opportunity  to  perform  was 
done.  All  patients  are  Wassermanned.  Special  microscopical  and 
blood  examinations  were  made  and  some  serum  treatments  admin- 
istered. 

Elmer  D.  Brown  was  apopinted  engineer  May  1,  1922,  vice  C. 
E.  Burr  resigned. 

Among  the  changes  and  improvements  which  have  been  made 
during  the  year  are  the  following: 

Expanding  the  capacity  for  bed  cases  by  the  installation  of 
two  pipe  less  furnaces. 

Transforming  the  general  office  into  one  for  business  purposes 
and  a  private  office  for  the  Superintendent. 

Purchase  of  a  Larrabee  motor  truck  also  adjusted  for  passen- 
ger service. 

Erection  of  closets  in  cellar  for  storage  of  canned  fruits,  etc. 
Erection  of  linen  closets. 
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Building  of  coal  bins. 

Interior  painting  and  decorating. 

New  book  of  rules  published  for  guidance  of  patients  to  meet 
present  conditions. 

Monthly  and  bi-monthly  examination  of  patients;  daily  visita- 
tion of  all  patients. 

Revision  of  medical  charts;  new  form  of  medication  chart  in- 
troduced. 

Additional  laboratory  equipment. 

Physical  activity  and  graded  exercise  defined. 

Reorganization  of  nursing  staff;  nursing  service  on  wards 
covered  twenty-four  hours  daily. 

A  system  of  requisitions  for  supplies  within  the  hospital. 

Pass  slip  system  fpr  patients  on  leave. 

Purchase  of  supplies  by  duplicate  order  system  and  checking 
same  in  delivery. 

Personal  supei-vision  of  the  dietary. 

Monthly  inventory. 

Curtains  in  the  dining-room  making  a  more  homelike  appear- 
ance. 

Repair  of  electrical  equipment. 
Adding  machine  purchased. 
Securing  a  moving  picture  machine. 

Introduction  of  "Forum"  for  enjoyment  and  education  of 
patients. 

Purchase  of  a  chemical  engine;  fire  drills  in  charge  of  engineer. 
Spring  in  cellar  sealed  and  drained. 
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Septic  tank  repaired. 

Stove  installed  in  pump  room. 

Improvement  of  the  roadway  about  the  hospital  and  leading 
to  the  hospital. 

Additional  flower  beds  and  shrubbery  to  beautify  the  grounds. 

A  vegetable  garden  to  supply  fresh  vegetables  for  use  of 
patients  and  employees. 

Erection  of  guard  rails  for  protection  of  vehicular  traffic. 

Grading  of  grounds  about  pump  station  and  garage. 

A  covered  drain  to  carry  off  excess  water  irom  the  pumphouse. 

New  cement  floor  for  garage  and  drain  to  carry  off  water. 

Tool  house  e»*ected. 

Purchase  of  an  all  steel  safe  for  protection  of  hospital  records, 
hospital  funds  and  valuables  of  patients. 

The  appointment  of  a  consulting  stafi"  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons of  recognized  ability. 

Sunday  services  with  addresses  by  clergymen  of  Binghamton 
and  vicinity. 

Revision  of  system  of  accounts  and  bookkeeping. 

Printed  forms  for  notifying  Health  Officers  of  patients'  dis- 
charge. 

Mail  box  in  the  Administration  Building. 

Classification  of  disease  of  patients  to  conform  with  the  clas- 
sification of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association. 

Typewritten  monthly  reports  by  the  Superintendent  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  covering  not  only  the  condition  of  the  patients 
but  a  full  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital. 

Nurses'  register  for  signing  out  and  time  of  return. 
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New  method  of  recording  daily  census. 

Day  and  night  reports  reviewed  daily  and  signed  by  the 
Superintendent. 

Purchase  of  two  new  all  steel  filing  cases. 

Supply  of  linen  replenished  and  mattress  pads  supplied. 

Billiard  ami  pool  tables  re-covered. 

The  lawn  about  the  hospital  has  received  many  loads  of  loam, 
filling  in  depressions. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  has  contributed  a  hedge  of  Russian  privet 
about  the  buildings,  walks  and  grounds,  adding  much  to  the  attrac- 
tiveness of  the  hospital. 

The  roadway  about  the  hospital  and  the  one  leading  to  it  have 
required  repair  from  time  to  time,  but  is  now  in  fair  condition.  A 
roadway  of  durable  construction  would  be  a  valuable  asset. 

A  large  vegetable  garden  planted  in  the  Spring  funished 
most  of  our  vegetables  during  the  Summer. 

I  have  ordered  2,000  transplants  of  white  pine  and  spruce  and 
an  assortment  of  other  varieties  of  transplants  from  the  State 
Conservation  Commission,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  for  reforesting.  These 
will  be  placed  on  the  side  hills  in  front  of  the  buildings  and  along 
the  drivew^ay.  These  are  furaished  by  the  State  free  of  charge, 
except  freight.  It  is  planned  to  have  the  Boy  Scouts  set  out  these 
trees. 

Since  January  of  the  present  year  regular  religious  services 
for  Protestant  patients  have  been  held  on  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  Sundays  of  each  month.  The  following  have  conducted 
services  and  made  addresses:

During  the  year  593  persons  registered  on  the  Visitors'  Book. 
It  is  estimated  that  at  least  four  times  that  nimiber  have  visited 
the  hospital  and  failed  to  register. 

For  the  entertainment  of  the  patients  during  the  Fall  and 
Winter  season  there  are  two  showings  weekly  of  moving  pictures, 
a  "Forum"  in  which  patients  are  participants,  affording  self 
amusement  which  is  educational  as  well;  the  men  attend  football 
and  baseball  games  during  the  Summer.  There  are  country-side 
bus  rides,  sterioptican  views,  lectures  and  band  concerts.  Billiard 
tables,  victrolas  and  piano  are  also  provided. 

St.  Mark's  Chapter,  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  represented  by 
Mrs.  Hannah  S.  Lane,  8  Birch  Street,  Binghamton,  has  contributed 
a  Radio  outfit  with  amplifier  for  entertainment  of  patients. 

A  gift  much  appreciated  by  the  patients  is  that  of  the  moving 
picture  machine  contributed  by  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

Under  the  present  arrangement  of  buildings  there  is  no  sep- 
arate provision  for  children.  Previously  all  children — boys  and 
girls — were  placed  in  the  Women's  Pavilion,  there  being  no  room 
for  boys  on  the  men's  division.  It  is  a  question  of  good  judgment 
placing  both  boys  and  girls  on  the  same  sei'vice  where  there  is  no 
division  of  toilet  facilities.  A  separate  an-angement  for  this  pur- 
pose could  not  be  made. 

In  time  an  additional  building  could  be  erected  for  children, 
combined  with  a  school  room  of  adequate  size  and  a  room  provided 
as  a  recreation  hall.  At  the  present  time  entertainments  and  ex- 
ercises of  various  kinds  and  religious  services  are  held  in  the 
dining-room. 

The  erection  of  a  building  for  the  care  of  children  would  be 
a  large  step  forward  in  the  preventive  movement  to  stamp  out 
tuberculosis.

This  shows  a  net  expenditure  of  $10,668.62  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year  when  the  hospital  expenses  were  $74,703.63  (through 
clerical  error  reported  as  $74,256.82)  and  the  receipts  were  $18,- 
037.42. 

The  difference  in  the  receipts  this  year  is  due  largely  to  the 
fact  that  we  are  caring  for  a  fewer  number  of  soldiers  this  year. 
Last  year  the  receipts  from  the  Government  were  $6,537.07  and 
this  year  they  were  $3,182.00,  a  difference  in  receipts  from  this 
source  of  $3,355.07. 

The  total  per  capita  cost  for  the  past  year  was  $2.69  and  the 
net  per  capita  cost  was  $1.97%. 

The  year  previous  the  total  per  capita  cost  was  $3.32,  and  the 
net  per  capita  cost  was  $2.47.

Regarding  medical  care  and  treatment: 

The  Superintendent  makes  daily  visits  to  all  patients.  A  con- 
sulting staff  has  been  appointed  consisting  of  Dr.  Fi^derick  M. 
Miller  and  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Behan,  consulting  surgeons,  and  Dr.  Charles 
R.  Seymour  and  Dr.  Blinn  A.  Buell,  consulting  physicians. 

During  the  year  I  have  held  TBC  clinics  at  West  Endicott, 
Endicott,  Johnson  City  and  Deposit.  I  have  attended  several  TBC 
clinics  conducted  by  Dr.  Buell  at  the  Community  Service  House, 
Binghamton. 

At  the  hospital  the  methods  of  treatment  are:  The  usual 
Sanitorium  treatment  with  emphasis  on  rest,  heloo-therapy,  ultra 
violet  rays,  auto  inoculation,  surigal  for  ortho-pedic  cases  and 
serums.

Improved. 
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Constitutional  symptoms  lessened  or  entirely  absent;  cough 
and  expectoration  with  bacilli  usually  present;  physical  signs  and 
roentgen  findings  to  be  those  of  a  stationaiy  or  retrogressive 
lesion. 

Unimproved. 

Essential  symptoms  unabated  or  increased;  physical  signs  and 
roentgen  findings  to  be  those  of  an  active  or  retrogressive  lesion.

STATUS  OF  COUNTY  EXTENSION  ORGANIZATION. 

The  Broome  County  Farm  &  Home  Bureau  Association,  Inc. 
consists  of  two  departments,  the  Farm  Department  and  the  Home 
Department.  Each  elects  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  the  late 
Fall,  a  Board  of  Directors  who  select  their  officers  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Farm  Department  has  held 
fourteen  meetings  with  an  attend.mca  cf  ninsty-one.  Each  E::ccv- 
tive  Committeeman  has  been  furnished  each  month  with  a  copy  of 
the  County  Agent's  report.  As  far  as  possible  an  outline  of  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  preceding  month  and  suggested  plans 
for  the  following  month  have  been  prepared  for  each  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  use  at  the  meeting.  On  account  of 
the  rather  large  number  of  Executive  Committee  meeting?  held  it 
has  been  impossible  to  always  prepare  a  complete  statement  for 
each  man.  The  financial  reports  have  been  read  by  the  treasurer 
and  a  complete  statement  made  to  the  members  show^hig  the  pres- 
ent standing  from  month  to  month  of  the  organization. 

Each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  given  a  part  of 
the  program  to  carry  out.  Tw^o  of  these  men  did  not  function 
very  fully  in  this  program  as  a  result  of  the  fact  that  the  County 
Agent  did  not  give  them  anything  vary  definite  to  do. 
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MEMBERSHIP  CAMPAIGN 

The  Membership  Campaign  was  launched  in  the  Fall  at  a  very 
good  Advisory  Council  Meeting.  The  membership  did  not  come  in 
as  rapidly  as  in  former  years,  but  continued  to  drag.  A  second 
meeting  of  the  Advisory  Council  was  held  to  stimulate  the  member- 
ship.  The  total  enrollment  of  members  for  1922  was  830. 

At  several  meetings  this  problem  of  membership  was  care- 
fully considered  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  it  was  finally  de- 
cided to  adopt  the  State  Federation  Plan  on  a  permanent  basis  with 
a  $5.00  fee  and  paid  solicitors.  (The  Constitution  may  be  changed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.)  This  was  felt  nec- 
essary, particularly  on  account  of  the  depleted  finances  of  the  or- 
ganization and  the  need  for  more  money  from  some  source  to  carry 
on  the  work  for  another  year.  A  membership  committee  of  three 
was  appointed.  The  committee  entered  into  the  proposition  with 
some  uncertainty,  but  they  felt  that  under  present  conditions  it  was 
the  only  move  to  make. 

It  was  decided  that  in  order  to  hold  the  expense  as  low  as  pos- 
sible that  two  canvassers  should  be  used  from  the  State  Federation 
and  a  few  local  men  trained.  The  campaign  thus  far  has  far  ex- 
ceeded the  expectations  of  the  committee.  Only  two  canvassers  are 
being  used  at  the  present  time  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  secur- 
ing a  sufficient  number  of  good  drivers  without  the  aid  of  a  special 
campaign  manager.  The  result  of  the  campaign  thus  far  have 
brought  in  a  considerable  number  of  new  members  and  the  loss  of 
only  a  very  few  of  the  older  ones. 

In  connection  with  the  campaign  a  special  issue  of  the  daily 
morning  paper  was  prepared.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in 
securing  an  up-to-date  list  of  the  farmers  of  the  county.  This  was 
done  by  means  of  tax  lists  and  the  help  of  the  senior  assessor.  To 
each  of  these  men  was  mailed  this  special  edition  of  the  daily  paper 
and  also  a  letter  from  this  office  from  the  organization  committee, 
calling  attention  to  the  campaign  which  was  opening.  Poster?  en- 
titled "Forward  Farm  Bureau"  were  posted  in  various  parts  of  the 
county.  The  paid  canvassers  have  in  practically  all  cases  w^orked 
with  the  committeemen  and  with  their  special  training  have  been 
able  to  explain  very  fully  the  work  of  the  Farm  Bureau.  We  be- 
lieve that  this  campaign  cannot  be  measured  entirely  by  the  num- 
ber of  members,  as  a  large  number  of  people  have  been  given  a 
new  view  and  vision  of  Farm  Bureau  work.  The  committeemen 
have  been  more  completely  sold  on  the  work  than  ever  before. 
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ANNUAL  MEETINGS 

Two  Annual  Meetings  come  within  the  time  covered  by  this 
report  on  account  of  the  fact  that  our  last  Annual  Meeting  was 
held  in  November  on  Armistice  Day, 

FARM  AND  HOME  BUREAU  PICNIC 

The  Annual  Farm  and  Home  Bureau  Picnic  was  held  in  co- 
operation with  the  Dairymen's  League  and  Grange.  In  planning 
for  this  picnic  the  Farm  and  Home  Bureau  directors  each  appointed 
two  representatives  and  the  Grange  and  Dairym*=!n's  League  were 
asked  to  do  the  same.  This  joint  committee  met  and  decided  upon 
the  place  for  the  picnic  and  the  general  outline  for  the  program 
designating  certain  definite  committees  to  have  charge  of  various 
parts  of  the  r)ro?z'rL.m.  Tho  County  Agents  believe  that  tliese  com- 
mittees functioned  much  better  this  year  than  in  past  years.  The 
attendance  was  estimated  at  3,000,  but  no  definite  count  was  made. 
It  is  tho  feei'ng  of  mrny  ]"erahers  of  tha  Executive  Committee  that 
the  picnic  should  best  be  held  as  far  as  possible  in  a  central  place 
in  the  county  in  order  to  reach  the  largest  number  of  people. 

AGRICUI.TURAL  COUNCIL 

The  Farm  and  Home  Bureau  have  considered  carefully  the 
plan  of  forming  an  Agricultural  Council.  Each  department  has 
appointed  a  representative  and  asked  the  Grange  and  the  Dairy- 
men*s  League  to  do  the  same.  It  is  believed  that  this  so-called 
Agricultural  Council  can  well  consider  many  county-wide  problems 
which  have  to  do  with  all  three  organizations. 

PROGRAM  OF  WORK 

The  following  program  of  work  was  recommended  by  the  Live- 
stock Project  Committee,  the  Soils-Crops  Committee  and  the  Poul- 
try Committee.  The  Livestock  and  the  Poultry  Committees  are  the 
only  ones  that  have  really  functioned  as  County  Committees  for  the 
year.  The  Soils-Crops  program  was  largely  the  lesult  of  sugges- 
tions from  a  few  men  rather  than  united  action  from  a  number  of 
individuals.

3.  Campaign  in  spring  to  increase  amount  of  pure  bred  poultry. 

4.  Continue  poultry  certification  work. 

V.  MARKETING. 

1.  Continue  work  with  Dairymens  League,  Sheep  Breeders',  Mil- 
let Seed  Growers'  and  Potato  Growers  Cooperative  Associa- 
tions. 

2.  Continue  cooperation  with  Vegetable  Growers  in  publishing 
prices  of  crops  in  daily  papers. 

VI.  COMMUNITY  LIFE  DEVELOPMENT. 

1.  Encourage  each  community  to  hold  at  least  one  winter  picnic 
and  one  summer  picnic. 
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VII.  FARM  MANACEIVIENT. 

1.    Distribute  Farm  Account  Books  and  get  75  men  to  keep  ac- 
counts for  the  year. 

VIII.  FORESTRY. 

1.    Place  5,000  seedling  trees  with  cooperators. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  Publish  Farm  Bureau  News  Monthly. 

2.  Hold  County  Picnic. 

It  will  be  noted  from  a  study  of  this  progress  that  nearly  eve^-y 
phase  of  agriculture  is  taken  up.  Broome  County  is  a  diversified 
county  and  it  is  necessary  to  treat  a  variety  of  subjects  in  oro.oy 
to  meet  all  needs.  Endeavor  has  been  made  as  far  as  possib!-:  to 
place  the  emphasis  in  the  program  on  better  livestock  and  chcvp 
feed.  All  project  work,  demonstrations,  meetings  and  so  forth  hrwo 
been  arranged  entirely  through  and  by  local  committeemen. 

COMMUNITY  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

Sixteen  community  committee  meetings  have  been  held  dining 
the  year  at  which  a  definite  program  of  work  has  been  adopted  f  or 
the  ensuing  year.  Endeavor  has  been  made  to  give  each  commit- 
teeman a  certain  piece  of  work  to  do  and  help  him  to  carry  it  out. 
Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  "the  committeemen  are  functioning  wo'l 
at  the  present  time. 

SOIL  IMPROVEMENT 

Drainage 

Surveys  for  land  drainage  systems  were  made  in  response  to 
requests  by  individuals  and  by  two  committeemen  on  twelve  farm.-. 
Only  two  of  these  were  actually  installed  on. about  12  acres. 

Samples  of  Soil  Tested 

Upon  request  from  committeemen  nine  i^neetings  wei'e  he'"  .it 
which  samples  of  soil  were  t:  led  To:  acidity.  At  the  same  time 
the  fuiulamonLr.ls  of  economic  cr3  )  r.r_-na,^:cm^  i':  v.cic  c  :.i  Viasizrd, 
particularly  the  importance  of  lime  and  acid  phosphate.  Professor 
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Gustafson  of  the  Coils  Department  of  the  College  of  Agriculture, 
attended  four  of  these  meetings.  At  these  meetings  and  also  at 
various  other  times  samples  of  soil  from  forty-three  farms  have 
been  tested.  Many  questions  on  lime,  acid  phosphate  and  soil  man- 
agement have  been  answered. 

Soil  Fertility  Demonstration 

A  permanent  soil  fertility  demonstration  on  the  fjirm  of  Hr.rol  ! 
De  Anjou  at  Sanitaria  Springs,  has  shown  very  clearly  the  effects 
from  the  use  of  lime  and  acid  phosphate.  This  is  the  second  year 
in  hay  and  as  a  result  on  the  treated  field  there  was  •%  of  a  ton 
more  hay  to  the  acre  than  on  the  untreated.  A  larg^,  sign  erected 
along  side  the  road  on  this  field  tells  a  clearer  story  than  any  fig- 
ures that  are  available. 

Acid  Phosphate  Demonstrations 

Three  committeemen — George  P'oster  of  Vestal,  Bernard  Loup-h- 
lin  of  Kirkwood,  and  Seward  Carey  of  Windsor,  conducted  three 
demonstrations  comparing  acid  phosphate  with  nothin'^-.  No  figures 
were  secured  to  show  thei  actual  effect  on  the  yield,  bv.t  the  difrer- 
ence  was  very  striking  in  the  appearance  of  the  p^ots  of  oats  durinp; 
the  growing  season. 

Dynamite  Demonstrations 

Each  yer.r  committee"'":'ien  in  one  or  more  communities  ask  for 
dynamite  demonstrations.  Two  such  demonstrations  were  held  on 
short  notice,  one  at  Vallonia  Springs  and  the  other  at  Conklin.  These 
were  made  possible  through  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Ransom  of  the 
DuPont  Powder  Company. 

Pasture  Improvement 

Three  p^isture  improvement  demonstrations  on  the  farms  of 
committeemen  John  Harshaw  at  North  Fenton,  Harry  H. evens  of 
Kirkwood,  and  Haskin  Barsham  of  West  Windsor,  huve  shov/n  very 
clearly  the  effects  of  lime  and  acid  phosphate  in  soil  improvement. 

Cardboard  signs  14  inches  by  22  inches  entitled  "Lime  and  Acid 
Phosphate  Used  on  This  Field— Needed  on  Every  Broome  County 
Farm — Recommended  by  Farm  Bureau"  v/ere  supplied  to  commit- 
teemen and  posted  in  prominent  places  a'ong  the  highway.  V7e 
bolievo  the::e  will  help  to  advertise  good  farming. 
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Alfalfa 

S3ven  alfalfa  demonstrations  started  last  yea'  were  visited 
aud  a  report  secured  on  the  success  in  growing.  These  results  spov 
very  conclusively  the  value  of  Grimm  Alfalfa  over  the  common. 
Articles  were  prepared  for  the  county  and  daily  papers  calling  at- 
tention to  these  demonstrations  and  urging  farmers  to  visit  theiu. 
Samples  of  alfalfa  were  placed  at  two  milk  stations  with  signs 
calling  attention  to  the  demonstrations.  Five  more  demonstrations 
were  started  by  men  on  advice  of  the  agent.  Sign*^  were  prepare! 
entitled  "Grimm  Alfalfa  Grown  on  this  Farm.  Recommended  by 
Farm  Bureau."  These  were  supplied  to  thirty  growers  of  Grim-ri 
Alfalfa. 

Potatoes 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-six  bushels  of  certified  seed  potatoes 
were  distributed  in  the  county  this  year  on  recommendation  of  the 
agent.    Plans  have  already  been  made  to  do  this  next  year  through 
•  specially  designated  committeemen. 

One  potato  seed  treatment  demonstration  was  arranged  by 
committeeman  Byron  Baker  and  held  at  Center  Lisle.  Two  other 
meetings  were  held  later  in  the  summer  with  Dr.  Chupp  of  Cornell, 
at  Whitney  Point  and  Center  Lisle,  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out 
diseases  in  the  fiald  and  methods  of  recognition.  A  little  later  a 
potato  tour  was  held  in  cooperation  with  the  Cortland  County  Farm 
Bureau.   Three  stops  of  the  tour  were  made  in  this  county. 

Assistance  was  given  six  men  in  securing  certification  through 
the  State  Association.  Plans  are  being  made  by  several  committees 
to  bring  in  certified  seed  potatoes  for  another  year  in  their  com- 
munities. 

Selected  Seed  Oats 

A  lot  of  selected  seed  oats  was  furnished  by  Professor  Frank 
Bussell  of  the  Plant  Breeding  Department  at  Cornell.  These  oats 
were  planted  by  committeeman  E.  A.  Doolittle  at  Kirkwood  in  a 
demonstration.  A  meeting  was  held  later  at  which  time  Professor 
Bussell  pointed  out  the  difference  between  the  individual  vanties. 
The  difference  was  so  striking  that  this  community  is  making  plans 
to  bring  several  hundred  bushels  of  selected  seed  oats  into  the 
community  for  another  year.  Other  communities  will  do  the  same 
if  the  committees  carry  out  their  programs  already  planned. 
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Clover — American  vs.  Imported 

Two  lots  of  clover  seed — Imported  and  American  Grown  Seed 
— were  put  out  with  Luther  Aldennan  at  Castle  Creek  and  David 
Henry  at  Deposit.  The  purpose  of  these  demonstrations  is  to  find 
out  if  American  grown  clover  is  superior  to  Italian  grown  clover 
seed.  The  results  of  these  demonstrations  will  be  watched  with 
much  interest  by  all  of  us  for  another  year. 

Ensilage  Corn 

On  account  of  the  ease  with  which  it  could  be  done  several  en- 
silage com  variety  demonstrations  were  put  out,  principally  with 
committeemen  and  along  side  the  main  travele^l  highways.  Two  de- 
njonstrations  were  held  with  Professor  Bussell  on  these  plots  during 
the  fall.  Signs  were  placed  on  four  of  these  plots  calling  the  at- 
tention of  the  public  to  the  different  varieties  and  emphasizing  the 
importance  of  maturity  in  good  silage.  Two  of  these  demonstra- 
tions were  failures  on  account  of  wet  weather.  The  least  definite 
results  have  been  secured  from  these  demonstrations,  but  they  do 
excite  interest  for  the  time  being. 

LIVESTOCK  IMPROVEMENT 

Dairy  Demonstrations 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  more  efficient  dairying  in  the 
county  sixteen  demonstrations  were  held  attended  by  one  hundred 
and  sixty.  These  were  held  wherever  there  was  enough  interest, 
and  took  up  points  on  judging,  feeding,  weeding  and  breeding. 
Practically  all  community  committees  have  found  in  studying  the 
problems  of  the  community  that  dairying  is  the  principal  source  of 
income  and  have  felt  that  some  sort  of  meeting  where  points  on 
feeding,  culling  and  general  management  could  be  discussed  would 
be  helpful. 

Dairy  Sires 

Records  indicate  that  fifteen  grade  bulls  were  replaced  with 
pure  breds.  Three  breeders  have  offered  to  give  a  good  purebred 
bull  calf  if  taken  soon  after  birth  at  $10,  while  one  other  man  has 
put  out  pui^  bred  bull  calves  free  to  a  number  of  people  who  wei^e 
well  known  to  him.  Several  committeemen  at  project  meeting? 
this  fall  reported  that  grade  bulls  in  their  communities  had  been 
very  rapidly  eliminated  dui-ing  the  last  year  or  two. 
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Balanced  Ratian 

Twenty-five  farmers  were  personally  assisted  in  balancing  a 
ration. 

Cow  Testing  Association 

The  Western  Broome  Cow  Testing  Association  was  assisted  in 
its  operation  for  about  six  months.  It  was  finally  decided  to  dis- 
band; first,  because  the  membership  had  become  so  scattered  that 
It  was  almost  impossible  for  a  man,  especially  during  the  winter, 
to  give  proper  service,  and  second,  because  it  was  difficult  to  get 
hold  of  a  satisfactory  tester.  One  community  committee  has  includ- 
ed this  project  in  its  program  for  another  year  and  undoubtedly  an- 
other year  with  the  better  returns  from  dairying  there  will  be  in- 
terest enough  to  start  at  least  two  associations.  It  is  the  belief 
of  the  FaiTn  Bureau  that  this  work  should  be  carried  on  only  as 
the  direct  result  of  a  demand  from  dairymen. 

County  Holstein  Association 

The  County  Holstein-Friesian  Association  was  assisted  in  hold- 
ing its  annual  winter  meeting  at  which  time  the  question  of  the 
accredited  herd  plan  was  discussed  by  Dr.  Leonard  of  Albany. 

During  the  summer  the  directors  met  at  the  Farm  Bureau 
Office  and  appointed  a  committee  to  hold  a  Field  Day  on  the  in- 
vitation of  Senator  Hill,  at  Westlawn  Farms,  Johnson  City.  This 
was  carried  out  and  a  very  enjoyable  day  resulted.  The  morning 
was  given  over  to  inspection  of  the  farm,  and  the  afternoon  to  talk 
by  officers  of  the  Association  and  a  Boys'  Livestock  Judging  Con- 
test in  which  nine  boys  took  part.  Senator  Hill  and  the  Association 
gave  three  prizes — first  a  bull  calf,  second  $10,  and  third  $5.  Pro- 
fessor Allen  followed  with  a  judging  demonstration. 

Elimination  of  Tuberculosis 

There  has  been  much  interest  in  the  Accredited  Herd  Plan. 
The  Fann  Bureau  has  kept  this  constantly  before  the  farmers  of 
the  county.  As  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  tuberculosis  com- 
mittee veterinarians  were  secured  from  Albany  to  make  re-tests 
and  new  tests.  Twenty-three  re-tests  were  made  and  twenty-four 
new  herds  were  tested.  In  the  new  herds  tested  about  one  thou- 
sand re-actors  were  found.  The  publicity  given  to  this  work  has 
resulted  in  a  flood  of  applications,  there  being  twenty-five  appli- 
cations on  file. 
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The  livestock  committee  has  now  under  way  the  proposed  plan 
of  campaign  for  securing  an  appropriation  to  put  on  a  county 
veterinarian. 

Sheep  Demonstration 

Upon  request  from  one  committeeman  a  demonstration  in  dock- 
ing- and  castrating  lambs  was  held.  Four  visits  were  made  to  sheep 
breeders  in  the  county. 

POULTRY 

Culling  Demonstrations 

The  poultry  work  of  the  county  has  been  under  the  supervision 
of  a  poultry  committee  consisting  of  nine  members.  One  meeting 
of  this  committee  was  held  attended  by  two.  At  this  time  plans 
were  made  for  carrying  on  a  series  of  culling  demonstrations  and 
for  holding  a  poultry  tour.  The  culling  demonstrations  were  ar- 
ranged through  the  committeemen  in  charge  of  the  poultry  work 
in  the  community.  These  were  attended  by  a  total  of  two  himdred 
and  ninety-four,  with  Professor  Bradley  as  poultry  specialist.  Pro- 
fessor Bradley  said  that  these  were  the  best  attended  poultry 
demonstrations  held  in  the  State.  More  than  twenty  thousand 
(20,000)  birds  were  pledged  to  be  culled.  Endeavor  was  made  to 
impress  on  each  committeeman  and  person  attending  the  demon- 
strations the  importance  of  going  home  and  doing  this  work,  and 
particularly  on  the  part  of  the  committeemen  in  getting  everyone  in 
the  neighborhood  to  carry  out  the  practice.  No  records  have  been 
secured  as  yet  to  determine  how  many  fowls  were  actually  culled, 
but  we  know  that  it  is  considerable  more  than  the  number  pledge<l 
at  the  demonstrations  for  the  reason  that  records  were  not  secured 
c't  all  meetings. 

Poultry  Tour 

A  poultry  tour  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  poultry  farms  in 
Chenango  County  was  held  in  cooperation  with  the  Chenango 
County  Farm  Bureau.  Forty-five  cars  were  in  line  with  a  total 
of  one  hundre^l  and  twenty  in  attendance.  Fully  one-half  of  these 
came  from  our  own  county. 

FAPvM  ECONOMICS 

Farm  Management  Tour 

A  Fanii  Management  Tour  was  arranged  to  visit  six  farms  in 
Union,  Maine,  West  Chenango,  Castle  Creek  and  Fenton.   This  was 
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attended  by  seventy-five  people.  There  was  much  interest  on  the 
part  of  those  present.  Arrangements  were  not  m'lde  entirely 
through  committeemen,  which  was  undoubtedly  a  disadvantage. 

Farm  Account  Books 

One  of  our  projects  this  year  was  to  distribute  Fann  Accouii: 
Books  and  get  seventy-five  men  to  k^ep  accounts  for  the  year.  Four 
meetings  were  held  attended  by  24  for  the  purpose  of  putting  this 
project  across.  There  w^as  not  as  much  intere.st  as  we  felt  there 
should  be  in  this  project.  It  is  difficult  to  follow  this  through  and 
get  every  man  to  keep  account  complete  through  the  year.  One 
hundred  and  fifteen  Fami  Account  Books  were  placed. 

Labor 

The  Farm  Bureau  has  maintained  a  Labor  Bureau  at  the  office. 
One  hundred  and  eighty  (ISO)  applications  were  made  for  help: 
one  hundred  and  se\^enty-two  (172)  applications  were  made  for 
work  and  forty-eight  positions  were  filled.  Quite  a  good  many  ap- 
plications for  farm  work  are  made  at  the  Farm  Bureau  Office  by 
"floaters"  who  have  not  made  a  real  fit  anywhere  and  many  of  these 
would  not  be  satisfactoiy  for  farai  labor.  Friday  was  designated 
as  Labor  Day  and  an  effort  made  to  get  men  who  were  looking  for 
work  on  a  farm  and  those  desiring  to  hire  men  to  comie  to  tlie 
Farm  Bureau  Office  that  day;  thus  bringing  the  two  together. 

FORESTRY 

Five  thousand  seedling  trees  were  placed  with  E.  A.  Doolittle, 
Kirkwood;  Maurice  Mallery,  Windsor;  W!alter  St.  Jolm,  West  Clie- 
nango;  Paul  Saddlemeyer,  Johnson  City,  and  F.  H.  Marean  at 
Maine.  These  will  furnish  good  demonstration  material  in  later 
years. 

MARKETING 

Broome  County  Sheep  Breeders'  Association 

Full  cooperation  has  been  given  the  Daily  men's  League,  the 
Sheep  Breeders,  the  Bee  Keepers  and  the  Tri-County  Millet  Seed 
Grovrers  Association  wherever  possible.  The  sheepmen  were  assisted 
in  pooling  5,000  pounds  of  wool.  The  amount  of  wool  pooled  is  so 
small  that  undoubtedly  if  the  Fann  Bureau  gave  up  its  cooperation 
in  this  project  the  thing  would  be  given  up. 
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Tri-County  Millet  Growers'  Association 

Meeting's  were  held  with  the  Millet  Seed  Growers  duiing-  the 
early  part  of  tlie  year  to  assist  the  committee  in  making'  its  finan- 
cial calculations  on  the  five  thousand  pounds  of  seed  which  were 
pooled  and  later  in  perfecting'  a  stronger  organization  whereby 
the  officers  could  be  given  greater  power  and  thus  enable  the  asso- 
ciation to  stand  more  on  its  own  feet.  Considerable  time  was 
spent  on  this  project. 

Vegetable  Growers 

The  Vegetable  Growers'  Committee  has  held  one  meeting,  to 
wliich  all  vegetable  growers  were  invited.  At  this  meeting  the 
Farm  Bureau  was  requested  to  secure  prices  from  leading  vegetable 
growers  and  publish  in  the  daily  papers.  These  prices  have  been 
secured  twice  each  week  by  the  Farm  Bureau  Office  and  furnished 
to  the  local  papers.  A  number  of  farmers  from  outside  have  ex- 
pressed their  appreciation  of  this  ser\dce.  It  has  been  carried  un- 
der the  head  of  Vegetable  Growers  Committee  of  tlie  Broome 
County  Farm  Bureau- 
Frank  Moore,  the  chairman  of  the  Vegetable  Growei-s'  Com- 
mittee has  already  arranged  for  an  educational  meeting  at  which 
time  a  talk  will  be  given  by  one  of  the  growers  on  his  practice  in 
gromng  strawberries. 

FARM  HOME  BETTERMENT 

Water  Supply  Meetings 

Eleven  demonstrations  on  water  supply  have  been  held  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  the  importance  of  running  water  and  its  at- 
tending conveniences  to  the  attention  of  farm  people.  Professor 
Behrends  of  the  Rural  Engineering  Department  attended  five  of 
these  meetings. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  offer  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health  a  similar  film  was  secured  and  operated  in  the  county  for 
one  week.  At  the  same  time  other  instnactional  films  were  used. 
These  meetings  met  with  a  good  attendance  and  a  large  amount 
of  interest.  We  have  no  records  as  to  just  how  far  the  later 
meetings  went  in  securing  the  installation  of  these  modern  con- 
veniences. 
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BOYS  AND  GIRLS  WORK 

Junior  Project 

The  Executive  Committee  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate 
the  feasibility  of  starting  Junior  Project  Work  in  the  county  and 
securing  financial  support  for  it.  This  committee  has  not  made  very 
much  progress  as  yet.  The  subject  has  been  well  agitated,  however, 
and  we  believe  that  it  will  come  to  results  in  time. 

Boys'  Judging  Contest 

O.  U.  Kellogg  of  Cortland,  owner  of  the  Whitney  Point  Stock 
Farm,  offered  a  bull  calf  as  a  prize  for  the  boy  or  girl  doing  the 
best  work  in  livestock  judging  at  the  fair.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed consisting  of  Messrs.  Wheat,  Hunt  and  Lennon,  who  had 
this  project  in  charge.  Three  classes  of  cattle  were  judged  in  which 
six  boys  took  part.  The  calf  was  awarded  to  Harold  Dunham  of 
West  Chenango. 

G.  T.  Stone,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  Holstein-Fries- 
ian  Club  Picnic,  arranged  for  a  boys  livestock  judging  contest  at 
the  picnic.  This  is  discussed  under  the  head  of  Livestock  Improve- 
ment. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Rope  Splicing 

Rope  splicing  demonstrations  were  offered  as  one  series  of  ex- 
tension work  this  year.  A  number  of  committeemen  wrote  in  ask- 
ing for  a  demonstration  after  information  was  received  that  they 
were  available;  to  others  the  idea  was  suggested.  Fourteen  de- 
monstrations were  held.  These  demonstrations  have  proved  very 
helpful  and  in  many  cases  have  proven  fully  as  interesting  as  any 
demonstrations  which  we  have  held. 

Weather  Reporting  Service 

In  order  to  work  up  interest  in  the  use  of  the  Weather  Bureau 
Service,  twelve  farmers  who  have  Binghamton  telephone  sei'\ice 
were  asked  to  make  use  of  this  service  during  the  summr.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  with  the  Weather  Bureau  to  answer  any 
telephone  calls.  A  complete  report  has  not  been  received  as  to  the 
value  of  this  service.  Two  men  have  telephoned  to  the  Farm  Bureati 
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Office  that  they  found  this  very  helpful  and  believed  it  could  well 
be  extended  to  other  parts  of  the  county. 

C'ooperatioii  With  the  Grange 

Cooperation  has  been  given  the  Grange  in  entertaining  the 
State  Grange  here  in  the  Spring.  Assistance  was  given  in  arrang- 
ing for  meetings  of  various  committees  and  getting  the  work  un- 
der way.  Three  committees  worked  splendidly  in  handling  various 
arrangements. 

Rural  School  Meetings 

A  project  of  bringing  to  the  people  of  the  county  the  findings 
of  the  Rural  School  Committee  of  21  was  adopted.  Each  of  the 
farm  organizations  were  asked  to  appoint  two  representatives  on 
a  committee.  The  school  supervisors  were  invited  to  be  present  at 
the  meeting.  At  this  first  meeting  a  smaller  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  arrange  for  a  series  of  meetings  in  the  county.  This 
was  done.  The  school  superintendents  paid  for  posters  to  be  sent 
through  the  school  children  to  every  home  in  the  county,  and  the 
Farm  and  Home  Bureau  issued  some  general  posters  advertising 
these  meetings.  The  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  compara- 
tively small.  A  committee  was  appointed  on  this  subject  and 
directed  to  use  every  effoi-t  to  secure  the  necessary  legislation  which 
would  make  it  possible  to  can-y  out  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  of  21.  This  committee  \vill  meet  soon  to  carry  out 
these  directions. 

Gas  Engine  School 

The  Community  committee  at  Bunn  Hill  made  request  for  a 
Gas  Engine  School.  Dean  Ferris  was  appinted  chaiiTnan  of  the 
committee  and  made  the  canvass  for  registrations.  The  Farm  Bu- 
reau helped  in  interesting  other  communities,  together  with  adver- 
tising and  completing  the  final  plans.  The  attendance  was  not 
what  should  be  expected.  This  was  due  perhaps  partially  to  the 
fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  hold  the  school  in  another  part  of 
the  town  from  Bunn  Hill. 

Farm  Bureau  News 

The  Farm  Bureau  News  has  been  published  montlily.  En- 
deavor has  been  made  to  make  this  as  attractive  as  possible. 
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OFFICE  AND  FIELD  SERVICE 


The  Farm  Bureau  Office  has  continued  to  be  the  center  of  the 
agricultural  activities  of  the  county.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  sum- 
inaiy,  a  very  large  number  of  office  and  telephone  calls  are  received 
(office  calls — three  thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirty  nine;  tele- 
phone calls — four  thousand  and  forty.) 

Farm  visits  have  been  reduced  this  year  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent over  last  year  and  have  been  confined  to  a  large  extent  to  the 
committeemen.  Special  effort  has  been  made  to  develop  the  com- 
mitteemen and  definite  projects  within  the  community.  Some  may 
find  fault  that  the  County  Agent  does  not  call  on  them,  but  a  letter 
has  been  sent  out  to  farmers  and  public  notice  given  that  the  County 
Agent  will  be  glad  to  call  at  any  time  upon  special  problems,  or  up- 
on special  request.  The  cost  of  the  service  is  too  valuable  to  make 
social  calls. 

The  records  on  the  use  of  lime  and  acid  phosphate  and  dairy 
improvement  are  not  as  complete  as  we  would  like  to  have  them.  So 
many  questions  are  asked  at  meetings  and  at  times  when  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  get  complete  records,  and  many  of  these  lines 
of  service  are  lost  track  of. 


Community  committeemen  and  members  who  are  thorough" 
familiar  with  the  work  are  coming  to  realize  more  and  more  that 
tiie  Farm  Bureau  work  is  largely  that  of  enabling  them  to  help 
themselves.  Committeemen  at  committee  meeting?  are  beginning 
to  take  more  responsibility  and  to  have  in  mind  some  definite 
things  which  thy  would  like  to  carr>'  out  in  the  community.  This 
has  been  very  noticeable  in  a  considerable  number  of  communities 
duiing'  the  past  year. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  program  for  next  year  should 
provide  for  work  with  boys  and  girls,  and  second  for  furnishing 
means  of  carrying  on  area  work  with  tuberculin  testing,  and  a 
permanent  veterinarian  at  work  all  the  time.  The  latter  has  been 
partially  provided  for  by  the  livestock  committee  for  next  year.

December  1st,  1921— November  30th,  1922. 


HISTORiY-ORGANIZATJON 

Each  year  as  I  prepare  this  report,  I  am  reminded  of  the  first 
county- wide  meeting  I  attended  in  Broome  County  which  happened 
to  be  held  the  first  day  I  was  in  the  county.  June  1st,  1918. 

That  day,  Miss  Esterbrook,  the  Home  Demonstration  Agent  at 
the  time,  and  Mrs. /Seymour  reported  a  year's  splendid  work  ac- 
complished in  food  conservation  as  a  war  measure. 

The  women  were  thrilled  and  rightly  so.  They  enthusiastically 
voted  to  make  the  Home  Economics  Association  for  Conservation 
a  permanent  organization  with  a  one-dollar  membership  fee,  but 
with  meetings,  open  to  everyone. 

At  that  meeting,  it  was  realized  that  true  conser\'ation  should 
include  not  only  food,  clothing  and  shelter,  but  the  health  of  the 
body,  mind  and  spirit.  The  women  felt  that  the  most  valuable  help 
would  be  a  strong  county  organization  working  hand  in  hand  with 
the  sources  of  scientific,  experimental  information  and  with  the  gov- 
ernment institutions  that  were  working  on  similar  problems. 

Up  to  this  time,  the  Home  Demonstration  Agent  and  the 
County  Executive  Committee  had  taken  most  of  the  initiative  in  de- 
veloping the  work.    It  was  clearly  seen  now  that  if  the  work  was 
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to  be  of  real  permanent  value  to  the  people,  it  was  they  who  should 
take  the  initiative  and  tell  the  government  through  the  Home  De- 
monstration Agent  and  the  State  College  of  Agriculture  what  as- 
sistance they  needed. 

The  general  plan  of  organization  as  agreed  up  at  that  time 
continues  today.  The  community  officers  and  committee  women 
form  an  Advisory  Council  which  meets  at  least  once  a  year  to  plan 
the  program  of  work  with  the  County  Executive  Committee  and 
with  subject  matter  specialists  from  the  College.  The  County  Exe- 
cutive Committee,  elected  at  an  annual  meeting,  meets  once  each 
month  to  direct  the  work  of  the  Bureau.  So  the  Home  Economics 
Association  which  later  became  the  Home  Bureau  is  a  purely  dem- 
ocrotic  organization,  the  Home  Demonstration  Agent  m.erely  carry- 
ing out  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  of  the  Ad- 
visor>'  Council. 

The  Home  Bureau  is  the  only  woman's  organization  that  re- 
ceived financial  assistance  from  the  State  and  Federal  government. 
These  funds  are  administered  by  the  State  College  of  Agriculture. 
Thus  the  people  of  the  county  are  partners  with  Uncle  Sam.  But 
Uncle  Sam  believing  that  the  people  of  the  county  should  be  more 
than  silent  partners  stipulates  that  part  of  the  funds  needed  to 
carryon  the  service  should  be  raised  in  the  county;  some  from 
county  funds  appropriated  by  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  remainder  from  membership  dues. 

Earh  community  through  it's  officers  and  committee  women, 
studies  it's  own  needs  and  problems  and  how  they  may  be  met. 
Those  communities  which  have  taken  a  long  look  ahead  and  planned 
?  year's  program  of  work  in  advance  and  have  carried  out  that  pro- 
gram with  additions  and  modifications  are  those  which  have  accom- 
plished most.  The  community  group  which  has  definitely  planned 
to  give  as  well  as  to  get  has  truly  found  it  is  "more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive." 

In  order  to  conform  with  State  and  Federal  Government  re- 
quirements it  was  decided  at  a  county  mass  meeting  in  Januaiy, 
1919,  that  the  Broome  County  Home  Economics  Organization  for 
Conservation  become  a  coordinate  partner  with  the  Broome  County 
Fann  Improvement  Association  under  the  name  of  the  Broome 
County  Farm  &  Home  Bureau  Association,  Inc.  Each  had  at  the 
time  and  continues  to  have  it's  own  Executive  Committee,  it's  own 
finances  and  it's  owti  program  of  work,  but  cooperates  with  the 
other  whenever  possible.  Just  as  the  Farm  Bureau  organized  the 
farmers  for  better  agincultural  interests,  so  it  is  the  aim  of  the 
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Home  Bureau  to  organize  all  homemakers  for  better  homes  and 
better  communities  including  city,  town  and  village,  as  well  as  ruraT 

women  in  order  that  "evei-y  home  may  be  developed  into  an  institu- 
tion that  is  economically  sound,  mechanically  convenient,  physically 
helpful,  morally  wholsesome,  mentally  stimulating,  spiritually  in- 
spiring, socially  responsible;  a  center  of  unselfish  love." 

LOCAL  LEADER  PLAN 

As  the  number  of  communities  holding  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings increased  it  became  more  and  more  difficult  for  the  Home  De- 
monstration Agent  to  make  as  frequent  visits  to  each  community 
as  efficient  service  seemed  to  demand.  To  remedy  tliis  condition, 
last  year  the  local  leader  plan  was  adopted  for  the  clothing  pro- 
ject. That  is,  each  community  was  asked  to  send  two  local  leaders 
to  training  schools  at  central  points  in  the  county  one  day  each 
month.  Here  principles  of  design  and  garment  making  have  been 
demonstrated  by  the  Home  Demonstration  Agent  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  clothing  specialist  from  the  State  College  of  Agriculture. 
The  local  leaders  later  reproduced  these  demonstrations  in  their  re- 
spective communities.  In  this  way,  several  communities  instead  of 
one  were  reached  in  one  day,  but  of  greater  importance  is  the  fact 
that  a  definite  program  and  course  of  instruction  was  given  in  a 
comparatively  short  time.  This  year  the  plan  was  extended  to  in- 
clude nutrition  as  well  as  clothing  and  with  modifications,  the  lecre- 
ation  project. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  increase  in  membership  in  the  County  Home  Bureau  has 
been  gradual  and  normal,  from  349  hard-won  members  in  1910,.  465 
in  1920,  763  in  1921,  to  877  enthusiastic  members  in  1922. 

There  are  now  Home  Bureau  m.embers  in  forty-two  communi- 
ties. Tliirty-eight  of  these  have  definite  programs  of  work  plaimed 
for  the  year  wdth  committees  and  leaders  appointed  for  canyin.e: 
them  out. 

FINANCES 

Although  one  dollar  has  often  had  to  do  the  work  of  two, 
Broome  County  Home  Bureau  has  always  lived  within  it's  income. 
Since  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Association  to  ask  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  only  for  the  minimum  amount  with  v.diich  it  could 
operate  at  all  satisfactorily,  the  full  amount  has  always  been 
granted. 
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FEDERATION 

It  was  in  October,  1919,  that  those  counties  in  New  York  State 
organized  on  a  permanent  basis  felt  the  need  of  working  together 
more  closely  in  a  State  Federation.  Broome  County  Home  Bureau 
became  a  charter  member  of  the  New  York  State  Feileration  of 
Home  Bureaus,  its'  chairman,  Mrs.  Lewis  Seymour  became  the  first 
vice-president  of  the  Federation.  This  was  the  first  State  Federa- 
tion of  homemakers  associated  with  the  American  Extension  Serv- 
ice. Since  then,  several  states  have  followed  New  York's  example. 
There  are  now  thirty-three  counties  and  three  cities  in  the  New 
York  State  Federation  with  a  membership  of  more  than  thirty 
thousand. 

STATE  DISTRICT  MEETING 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Southern  Central  District  of  the  New 
\  ork  State  Federation  of  Home  Bureaus  was  he'd  in  Bint;'hamton. 
March  24th  and  25th.  The  representatives  including  Executive 
Committees  and  Agents  from  nine  counties  discussed  membership, 
finances,  program  and  extension  service.  Many  valuable  suggestions 
were  given.  The  sessions,  the  second  day,  were  open  to  all  persons 
interested.  Dr.  Ruby  Green  Smith,  Associate  State  Leader,  and 
Professor  Alma  Binzel  were  the  principal  speakers. 

COUNTY  MEETINGS— ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

This  year,  it  was  deemed  wise  by  the  Executive  Committee  and 
others  to  hold  the  Advisory  Council  meeting  in  the  spring  rather 
than  in  the  autumn  as  in  other  years.  It  was  hoped  that  the  win- 
ter programs  might  thereby  be  started  earlier  in  the  fall.  Accord- 
ingly on  June  1st,  about  eighty  women  representing  twenty-four 
communities  met  in  Binghamton  for  a  business  meeting.  Practically 
all  present  were  committee  women  or  local  leaders.  In  the  morn- 
ing the  assembly  was  divided  into  four  groups  with  a  county  woman 
as  chairman  of  each.  The  nutrition  specialist  frum  the  College 
met  with  the  group  considering  a  nutrition  program,  the  clothing 
specialist  with  the  clothing  group  and  Assistant  State  Leader  with 
the  organization,  group. 

In  the  afternoon  each  chairman  gave  a  report  to  entire  group. 
The  specialists  opened  the  discussions  which  followed. 
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ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  annual  business  meeting  of  the  county  association  was 
held  in  November.  The  usual  business  meeting  was  held  in  the 
morning.  Dr.  Warren  of  Cornell  was  speaker  of  the  day  and  ad- 
dressed the  men  and  women  in  joint  sessions. 

FARM  AND  HOME  INSTITUTES 

Farm  and  Home  Institutes  were  held  in  nine  communities  this 
year.  Mrs.  Delia  Jones  from  the  College  gave  a  talk  on  household 
management  or  demonstrations  of  testing  materials  at  each  ©f 
these.  At  the  day  meetings,  after  joint  sessions  for  community 
singing,  the  groups  separated.  All  of  the  evening  meetings  were 
held  jointly  with  the  Farm  Bureau. 

At  ten  other  community  meetings  held  jointly  with  the  Farm 
Bureau,  Professor  Behrends  from  the  Rural  Engineering  Depart- 
ment at  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture,  showed  moving 
pictures  of  the  methods  of  installing  water  supply  system  suitable 
for  farm  homes, 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  accomplishment  of  splendid  work  by  the  Bureau  has  been 
due  largely  to  the  fine  leadership  and  faithfulness  of  community 
officers  and  of  the  County  Executive  Committee  who  sei-ve  the 
county  untiringly  without  financial  remuneration.  The  County  Exe- 
cutive Committee  has  met  eleven  times  during  the  year.  The  county 
chairman  has  not  been  absent  from  a  single  one  of  these  meetings. 
Besides  this  she  is  daily  in  touch  with  the  Agent  either  by  telephone 
or  by  a  personal  call  at  the  office.  The  county  secretary  has  been 
absent  but  once  and  then  it  was  because  of  illness. 

Most  of  the  community  officers  have  similar  records.  But  the 
officer  and  Executive  Committee  alone  can  do  nothing.  They  must 
have  the  cooperation  and  support  of  each  individual. 

OFFICE 

The  offices  of  the  Fann  and  Home  Bureau  consist  of  three  large 
well-lighted  rooms  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  County  Court 
House.  The  center  room  is  occupied  by  the  secretaries  and  is  the 
general  reception  room.  On  each  side  is  the  private  office  of  the 
respective  agents. 
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Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  French,  an  instinactor  in  the  Bing- 
hamton  High  School,  a  beautiful  large  table  has  been  added  to  the 
oxice  equipment.  It  was  made  by  the  boys  of  the  industrial  class 
of  the  school  from  lumber  furnished  by  the  Association. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  this  year  in  having  an  olfice  sec- 
retary who  not  only  is  efficient  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word, 
but  who  has  caught  the  spirit  of  the  Home  Bureau  in  cheerfulness 
and  a  desire  to  serve. 

During  the  last  twelve  months,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-two  personal  letters  were  mailed  as  compared  with  one  thou- 
sand, three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  last  year.  Thirty-eight  circu- 
lar letters  with  a  circulation  of  seven  thousand,  six  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  as  compared  with  twenty-nine  letters  with  a  circula- 
tion of  nine  thousand,  two  hundred  and  three  in  1921.  Six  hundred 
and  fifty  persons  telephoned  and  two  hundred  and  ninety-four  called 
at  the  office  in  connection  with  some  phase  of  Home  Bureau  work, 
as  compared  with  five  hundred,  seventy-one  and  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  respectively  in  1921.  One  hundred  and  eighty-three  and 
one-half  days  have  been  spent  in  the  field  thus  far  this  year  and 

sixty-nine  and  one-half  days  in  the  office  or  more  than    per 

cent  of  the  Agents  time  has  been  spent  in  the  field. 

Books  from  the  Agent's  library  on  Home  Economics  subjects 
including  clothing,  nutiition,  recreation,  canning,  household  man- 
agement have  been  loaned  to  individuals  in  the  county. 

NEWS 

At  least  two  pages  of  the  Farm  and  Home  Bureau  News  has 
been  edited  each  month  by  the  Home  Department.  Suggestions 
and  contributions  for  these  pages  are  always  welcomed. 

HOUSEHOLD  MANAGEMENT— DAVIS  OPENING 

Each  year  one  of  the  large  firms  carrying  farm  machinery  and 
seeds  hold  what  they  call  a  three-day  opening.  This  year  as  last, 
the  Home  Bureau  was  asked  to  put  on  a  program  that  would  be 
of  interest  to  farmers'  wives.  Farmers  with  their  families  come 
by  the  thousands,  not  on^y  frona  all  parts  of  this  county  but  from 
the  neighboring  counties. 

An  exhibit  of  a  practical,  convenient  kitchen  was  set  up.  Each 
day  I  gave  a   short  talk  on  labor-saving   equipment,  comparing 
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types  and  pointing  out  the  good  and  bad  features.  Miss  Lucille 
Brewer  gave  two  splendid  demonstrations  of  food  preparation,  one 
on  cheese,  it's  use  and  place  in  the  diet,  and  one  on  winter  vege- 
tables. 

The  room  was  crowded,  many  being  willing  to  ctand  a  long  time 
in  order  to  see  and  hear  the  demonstration.  As  Miss  Brewer  fin- 
ished, speaking',  every  one  flocked  to  the  front  of  the  room  to  see 
and  taste  the  dainty  foods  and  to  ask  questions. 

TOUR 

The  Farm  Bureau  with  the  active  cooperation  of  the  Farm 
Management  Department  at  Cornell  planned  a  farm  management 
tour. 

It  seemed  to  me  some  special  program  should  be  put  on  that 
would  be  more  helpful  to  the  women  on  the  trip.  They  are  interested 
in  visiting  the  model  stable,  and  looking  at  good  cattle  but  usually 
do  not  care  for  the  discussion  about  them.  I  hoped  to  procure  help 
from  the  College,  but  as  the  household  management  specialist  was 
on  her  vacation,  this  was  impossible. 

There  were  discussions  of  kitchen  arrangements,  kitchen  equip- 
ment, labor-saving  devices,  floor  and  wall  finishes.  As  far  as  pos- 
sible the  point  were  illustrated  in  the  homjes  visited,  but  I  did  take 
some  equipment  with  me. 

FAIR 

At  the  county  fair  as  for  three  previous  years,  we  have  con- 
ducted a  nursery  and  rest  room  with  the  cooperation  of  the  local 
Civic  Club.   A  trained  nurse  was  in  attendance  each  day. 

The  nursery  was  used  this  year  even  more  than  in  previous 
years.   More  expression  of  appreciation  was  given  than  ever  before. 

Besides  this  we  arranged  a  "practical  kitchen"  borrowing  the 
equipment  from  local  merchants. 

The  Fair  Association  this  year  offered  prizes  for  the  best  col- 
lection of  one-piece  patterns,  dresses  and  the  best  single  dress,  also 
for  community  exhibits,  of  canned  products.  Four  communities  com- 
peted. 
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RURAL  SCHOOLS 

Cosnraunities  have  been  urged  to  take  an  active  interest  in  their 
own  local  schools,  but  especially  with  reference  to  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  State  Committee  of  21.  Mrs.  Carroll  Tif- 
fany, Conklin  Center,  was  appointed  by  the  Home  Bureau  Executive 
Committee  as  their  representative  to  bring  this  to  the  attention  of 
the  people  in  the  county.  Copies  of  the  report  have  been  loaned  to 
individuals  and  to  communities.  Some  of  the  Home  Bureau  groups 
have  purchased  a  copy  for  their  own  use. 

In  September  an  invitation  was  sent  to  the  chairmen  of  all  of 
the  rural  organizations  in  the  county  to  meet  in  the  Home  Bureau 
office  to  plan  for  hearings  for  the  State  Committee  of  21.  As  a  re- 
sult hearings  were  held  with  a  representative  of  the  Committee  at 
Deposit,  Windsor,  Whitney  Point,  Maine,  Harpursville,  Vestal  and 
Pinghamton. 

CHILD  TRAINING 

Because  we  believe  children  the  "most  important  of  crops,"  we 
know  that  we  must  not  only  promote  their  physical  and  mental  de- 
velopment but  their  spiritual  as  well.  Professor  Alma  Binzel,  from 
the  School  of  Home  Economics,  Cornell,  gave  a  splendid  talk  in 
Binghamton  to  parents  and  teachers  on  "Lengthening  the  Apron 
Strings." 

CLOTHING 

Twenty-seven  communities  with  fifty  local  leaders  adopted  the 
clothing  project  this  year.  Twenty-six  training  schools  for  these 
leaders  were  held  with  an  attendance  of  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
five.  The  project  presented  by  the  local  leaders  was  that  known  as 
the  two-piece  skirt  project,  which  included  selection  of  materials, 
principles  of  design,  the  drafting  and  cutting  of  skirts,  tailored  fin- 
ishes including  bound  buttonholes,  set-in  pockets,  arrowheads  and 
seam  finishes.  The  easiest  ways  to  procure  the  best  results  were 
considered.  Leaders  have  reported  at  least  twenty-five  different 
v/ays  in  which  they  have  changed  practices  as  a  result  of  this  one 
project  alone.  Leaders  have  reported  sixty-one  meetings  with  an 
attendance  of  seven  hundred  and  eighteen  and  two  hundred  an(* 
seventy-one  home  projects  established.  Besides  these  there  were 
twelve  meetings  with  an  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  at 
which  general  sewing  was  done. 
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Besides  the  training-  schools,  the  agent  has  g^ven  sixteen  talks 
and  demonstrations  on  other  phases  of  the  clothing  problem.  Mrs. 
Bruce  Paddleford  of  Binghamton,  who  was  formerly  a  professional 
milliner,  has  most  generously  donated  her  services.  She  with  the 
County  Agent,  has  demonstrated  the  making  of  new  hats,  the  re- 
modeling of  old  ones,  and  the  construction  of  simple  trimmings,  in- 
cluding flowers  made  of  wool,  silk,  organdie  and  paper,  before  ten 
groups  in  the  county.  Not  only  have  the  women  been  show  how 
to  do  the  work,  but  have  actually  done  the  work  themselves  under 
expert  directions. 

The  construction  of  dress  forms  continues  to  be  more  or  less 
popular. 

Demonstrations  in  the  testing  and  selection  of  wool,  silk  and 
cotton  materials  were  given  in  a  number  of  communities. 

NUTRITION 

Realizing  that  nutrition  is  a  more  serious  and  important  prob- 
lem then  mere  cooking,  the  Home  Bureau  has  always  emphasized 
the  need  of  study  of  some  phase  of  nutrition.  In  the  spring  of  this 
year,  the  food  selection  project  was  adopted  by  twelve  communi- 
ties with  twenty-three  leaders.  Miss  Erma  Hollen,  nutrition  spe- 
cialist from  the  School  of  Home  Economics,  New  York  State  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture,  gave  seven  lessons  to  this  group  of  leaders  who 
in  turn  repeated  them  to  their  local  constituents.  Two  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  home*  projects  were  carried  on  in  connection  with 
the  project  in  this  county,  lliese  home  projects  had  to  ,do  with 
scoring  the  family  diets,  overweight,  underweight,  and  constipation 
and  so  forth.  The  score  of  diets  taken  at  the  beginning  of  the 
project  was  67.4%.  At  the  close  of  the  project  or  in  four  months 
time,  it  was  raised  to  76.7%.  During  that  time,  two  hundred  and 
forty-eight  persons  reported  having  changed  nutritional  practices. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  nutrition  work  of  the 
Home  Bureau  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Chamberlayne.  In  No- 
vember the  food  selection  project  was  adopted  by  five  new  com- 
munities and  is  being  repeated  for  them.  This  includes  a  new  group 
of  city  women.  Seven  of  the  communities  who  took  the  course  in 
the  spring  have  adopted  the  second  year  work  in  a  study  of  digres- 
tion  and  diet  in  it's  relation  to  disease. 

Representatives  from  nine  Mothers'  Clubs  here  in  the  city  are 
planning  to  meet  with  Miss  Hollen  each  month  to  receive  material 
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for  them  to  give  as  ten  minute  talks  to  their  respective  clubs.  They 
have  already  given  one  talk. 

CITY  WORK 

The  nutrition  work  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mr.s.  Edw. 
S.  Chamberlayne  is  the  first  organized  group  work  to  be  done  by  the 
Home  Bureau  in  the  city  since  the  days  of  the  canning  kitchen  dur- 
ing the  war. 

Assistance  is  continually  being  given  individuals  in  the  city. 
County  wide  meetings  held  in  the  city  are  always  open  to  the  city 
women  as  well. 

FOODS 

Demonstrations  of  food  preparation  especially  that  of  salads 
and  salad  dressings  were  given  during  the  summer.  The  steam 
pressure  canner  owned  by  the  Home  Bureau  has  been  loaned  when- 
ever asked  for.  It  has  not  been  kept  as  busy  as  it  might  well  be, 
however.  One  woman  reported  eighty-five  quarts  of  meat  canned  in 
one  day. 

LANDSCAPE  GARDENING 

Someone  has  said,  "The  home  is  where  the  heart  is,  and  a  house 
is  just  a  building  that  someone  lives  in.  What  makes  the  home  the 
house  of  the  heart?  It  is  a  combination  of  many  things — love,  chil- 
dren, fine  furnishings,  conveniences  and  in  fact  anything  we  like. 
All  these  are  within  the  house;  but  the  home  extends  beyond  the 
outer  walls  of  the  house.  At  least  the  immediate  surroundings 
must  be  included." 

Illustrated  lectures  on  Beautifying  the  Home  Grounds  were 
given  at  seven  communities  and  five  district  meetings  by  Mr.  Jos. 
P.  Porter  from  the  College  of  Agriculture.  Nineteen  calls  w^ere 
made  at  individual  homes.  In  some  cases  going  out  with  the  farm- 
er and  showing  him  suitable  shrubbery  gi*owing  wild  on  his  own 
place  and  leaving  sketches  showing  where  and  what  to  plant. 

Calls  Vv^ere  also  made  at  schools  and  library  and  plans  for 
planting  will  be  sent  them. 

INTERIOR  DECORATIONS 

Talks  and  demonstrations  by  professional  interior  decorators 
were  given  in  six  communities.    Two  of  these  were  illustrate<i  by 
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lantern  slides,  others  with  samples  of  curtain  materiels,  etc.  In 
one  home  the  hostess  asked  to  have  her  living  room  rearranged. 
This  was  done  as  a  demonstration  to  the  entire  group  who  voted 
the  improvement  to  be  great. 

RECREATION 

A  definite  recreation  program  was  planned  in  cooperation  with 
the  Farm  Department.  This  was  not  carried  out  in  every  detail, 
however,  we  believe  real  progress  has  been  made.  Seventeen  Home 
Bureau  recreation  leaders  were  elected  in  twelve  communities. 
These  leaders  have  directed  community  sings,  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
brations, sports  at  community  picnics  and  dramatics.  A  suggested 
program  of  sports  for  picnics  was  sent  to  these  leaders  and  to  the 
thirty-eight  community  chairmen  besides.  These  were  adapted  to 
local  conditions  and  carried  out  in  many  localities. 

Mrs.  R.  H.  Van  Scoik  of  Binghamton,  went  with  the  Agents  to 
evening  community  meetings  a  number  of  times  and  led  the  singing. 
Communities  were  thus  encouraged  to  hold  social  "get-to-gethers" 
regularly. 

COMMUNITY  ENTERPRISE 

Perhaps  the  most  important  work  of  the  Home  Bureau  comes 
under  this  heading  and  of  these  we  have  the  most  incomplete  re- 
parts  and  records.  As  the  needs  in  every  community  are  different, 
different  community  enterprises  are  planned  for  and  carried  out 
differently  by  local  communities  in  almost  every  community.  These 
include  community  houses,  community  fairs,  improvement  of  ceme- 
teries, quilting  bees,  sunshine  boxes  for  "shut-ins,"  provision  for 
playground  equipment,  community  libraries,  book  clubs,  community 
visiting  committees,  school  welfare  committees,  the  purchasing  of 
expensive  school  equipment  and  loan  closets. 

After  all,  the  real  business  of  the  Home  Bureau  is  with  people 
in  bringing  out  the  best  that  is  in  the  individual  and  in  helping  her 
to  find  her  place  in  the  community.  In  other  words,  real  leadership 
is  developed.  The  great  good  resulting  from  each  person  in  the 
community  working  towards  making  evei-y  home  good,  every  good 
home  better,  and  his  community  the  best  of  communities  cannot  be 
definitely  estimated  any  more  than  can  the  value  of  the  good  feel- 
ing resulting  from  neighbors  becoming  better  acquainted  with  each 
other,  trusting  each  other.
